Proceedings of the Opening Ceremony 
of the Science College, Patna 

By His Excellency the Viceroy 

On November 15, 1928, at 10 a.m. 

His Excellency the Viceroy, accompanied by His Excel- 
lency the Chancellor, arrived at 10 a.m. at the Shamiana, 
which was erected for the occasion in front of the Chemical 
Laboratory of the Science College, and was received by the 
Vice-Chancellor. 

His Excellency the Viceroy inspected the Guard of 
Honour furnished by the members of the Patna University 
Training Corps. 

The Vice-Chancellor presented the Registrar and the 
members of the Syndicate to His Excellency. 

A procession was then formed which entered the 
Shamiana in the following order: —

The Staff of Their Excellencies the Viceroy and 
the Governor. 

His Excellency the Viceroy, His Excellency the 
Chancellor, the Vice-Chancellor, and ttie Hon^le the 
Minister of Education took their seats on tbe dais, 
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The Y iCEr Chancelloe then read the fallowing address 
of welcome, which was presented to His Excellency the 
Viceroy: — 

May it please Youn Excellency, 

On behalf of the University of Patna in particular and 
of the people of Bihar and Orissa in goneral ( I beg to offer a 
most cordial welcome to Your Excellency and to Lady Irwin 
on the occasion of this, Your Excellencies first visit to the 
capital of the Province. 

The gracious announcement made bv His Majesty the 
King-Emperor at the: historic Delhi Durbar of 1012, which 
gave to this Province a separate existence, was hailed with 
satisfaction by all classes of the people, and their natural 
desire that it should become self-contained in all possible 
respects received fulfilment when in October, 1917, the Patna. 
University was established as a separale entity. The period 
of eleven years that has elapsed since the establishment of 
the University has been one of slow but steadv progress in 
the educational development of the Province. Much, how- 
ever, vet remains to be done. 

When the Universitv was established in 1917 there were 
six Colleges teaching up to the degree examination in either 
Arts or Science or both, and one institution teaching up to 
the Intermediate standard in Arts. There was also a Law 
College and a Training College for Teachers. The total 
number of students reading in these institutions was 3,125. 
Tn 1928 we have one college teaching up to the degree ex- 
amination in Arts, one in Science, five in both Aris and 
Science, and four teaching uo to the Intermediate standard 
in Arts. Among professional and technieal institutions we 
have a Law College, two Training Colleges, one Engineering 
College and one Medical College. The number of students 
reading in these institutions at the end of the last academic 
session was 4,542. < 

The asfnblishmenl * of Die Universitv created the imme- 
diate necessity for increasing the previouslv verv limited 
facilities for post-graduate studies and a scheme for estab- 
lishing M.A. or M.Sc. teaching in English, Historv. Eco- 
nomics, Mathematics, Phvsics and Chemistry, to be followed 
as soon as possible bv Sanskrit and Persian, was considered 
and finallv approved bv the Senate in December. 1918, and 
March, 1919, The new classes wore started at Patna Col- 
lege in Tulv, 1919. Eor the first two years they were placed 
under the control of Universitv lecturers in each subject 
appointed by the Chancellor, this method being considered 
the most suitable in view of the early establishment of a 
teaching University at Patna which was then considered 
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likely. In 1922, the Havenshaw College al Cuttack was also 
admitted to tile M.A. standard in Engnsk. The number of 
post-graduate students reading for the ld.A. or the M.So. was 
20 in 1919. in *1928 this number has risen to lOO. 

in order to encourage post-graduate studies further ar- 
rangements are made for the appointment annually oi Uni- 
versity Headers* on special subjects. The honorarium to be 
paid to such Headers is provided out oi three endowments — 
the Banaili lteadership in Indian Economics, tne Sukhraj 
Hay Headership in Natural Science and the Hamdin Header- 
ship in Hindi — and out of the General Eunds of the 
University. • 

The Bihar College of Engineering was admitted to tlie 
University in 1921 and gives instruction up to the examina- 
tion for the degree of Bachelor in Civil Engineering. The 
Prince of Waies Medical College was admitted to the Uni- 
versity in 1925, and imparts instruction up to the examina- 
tion for the degree of Bachelor ol Medicine and Surgery. 
The question ol the recognition ot the degrees granted to 
the successful students of this College by the General Medi- 
cal Council of Great Britain was taken in band in 192(>. An 
inspection by the representatives of the General Medical 
Council was held in 1927, and we hope that our degrees will 
be recognised by tlie General Medical Council. 

Patna College used to teach for the degree examinations 
both in Arts and Science, but the growth in numbers and the 
need for the expansion of the Physics and Chemistry labo- 
ratories made it necessary for the Arts and Science depart- 
ments to be separated and the institution broken into two, 
one giving instruction in Arts and the other in Science sub- 
jects. Patna College now confines itself to imparting in- 
struction in Arts subjects, the teaching in Science being 
transferred to the Science College, which Your Excellency 
has so kindly consented to open to-day. A Science College 
naturally consists mainly of laboratories where practical 
work has to be done. The project for constructing and 
equipping new laboratories at Patna was started as early as 
1909 — when Patna College was still a Mofussil institution 
under Calcutta University — but up to the year 1912 no de- 
finite decision had been arrived at. The existing labora- 
tories, however, were unable to accommodate tlie growing 
number of Science students and Government were compelled 
to extend the existing laboratories as a temporary measure, 
and the work was taken in hand in 1914. The Great World 
War broke out soon after and considerable difficulty was ex- 
perienced in getting suitable equipment for the laboratories. 
The unforeseen difficulties were, however, overcome as beet 
they could be and the temporary laboratories were oomplet- 
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ed and equipped for the purpose they had been wanted. 
After the termination of the war, and the introduction of 
the reformed Government in “the Province, new problems 
came into being and the decision about, the permanent labo- 
ratories, although a matter of pressing and urgent necessity, 
seemed as distant in 1924 as in 1919. But thanks to the 
great personal interest taken by His Excellency Sir H. 
Wheeler in the question, ably assisted as he was by Mr. G. 
E. Eawcus, O.B.E., C.I.E., Director of # Public Instruction, 
the late Mr. V. H. Jackson, Principal,’ Patna College and 
Dr. X. S. Caldwell, the present Principal of the Science Col- 
lege, the problem wao ^solved towards the end of 1924, and 
the scheme and designs for the new laboratories were vigor- 
ously pushed forward, and it is no exaggeration to say, that 
the laboratories built and equipped at a cost of over fourteen 
lakhs, in addition to equipment and furniture transferred 
from the old laboratories, are perhaps the finest in India at 
present, and which would compare favourably with any in 
Europe. These laboratories have each been designed for the 
teaching of 20 post-graduate, 168 degree, and 240 under- 
graduate students. 

The Physics laboratory is a two-storeyed structure con- 
structed at a cost of Us. 3,25,000 and has a plinth area of 
26,430 sq. ft. The ground floor has accommodation for a 
workshop, machinery, cells, research rooms, M.Sc. labora- 
tories, two large lecture theatres, one tutorial room, a com- 
mon preparation room, a museum for apparatus and a 
library and reading room. The first floor provides accom- 
modation for B.Sc. Pass and Honours laboratories, I. Sc. 
laboratories, X-ray, store and photographic rooms. There 
is an electric lift designed for the transportation of assem- 
bled apparatus, transformer and delicate apparatus from one 
floor to the other. There are three spacious stair-cases for 
communication between the two floors. The roof of the 
building contains a small observatory for recording the tran- 
sit of stars, a laboratory for the transmission and reception 
of wireless work with necessary store room for chronometers, 
telescopes, etc. There is a separate block for radio-active 
work. Another separate structure contains instruments for 
Meteorological work. 

The Chemical laboratory, a two'-storeyed building with 
a plinth area of 34,495 sq. ft. and a total floor space of 
19,709 sq. ft. was constructed at a cost of Be. 4,13,107. It 
has been so designed that all the main practical rooms have 
north light and thorough ventilation. The south wing con- 
tains the general laboratories for under-graduate and post- 
graduate work. The north wing contains laboratories for 
special branches of the subject, rooms for research work and

a reference library. The centre block connecting these two 
wings contains the lecture theatres on the first floor and store 
rooms on the ground floor, a* lift giving direct communica- 
tion between the store rooms and the lecture-preparation 
rooms. 

Within the last three years there have been constructed 
a Senate House, ^through the generosity of Baja Deokinandan 
Prasad Singh of Monghyr, the University (Barley-Memo- 
rial) Library, and a new Training College for Teachers. 
Considerable additions aii£ alterations have been made^to the 
buildings which now constitute the Patna and the Prince of 
Wales Medical Colleges, and at prtsent practically new 
college and hostel buildings for the Bihar National College 
are in process of erection. So far, therefore, as educational 
institutions are concerned, we have got almost all we want in 
Patna, but there is need for re-adjustment in regard to the 
location of some of these institutions, and also for the con- 
struction and equipment of others which are essential to the 
proper development of a Corporate University Life. The 
buildings at present occupied by the Law College, besides 
being in some degree unsuitable, are urgently required for 
the expansion of the Medical College, and it has become an 
urgent problem to find a suitable site not only for the Law 
College but also for the hostels attached to the College. 

The accommodation provided in the hostels of the col- 
leges has so far proved insufficient and students reside in 
recognised messes, which are rented houses in the midst of 
insanitary surroundings, where proper supervision becomes 
difficult. The necessity for erecting suitable buildings for 
housing such students is being keenly felt. So also there 
is urgent and pressing demand for providing quarters for 
the Patna University Training Corps with the necessary 
parade grounds, shooting range, etc., and buildings for a 
University Union and Boating Club. Land for all these 
purposes is urgently wanted, and money for the acquisition 
of such land and for the construction of the necessary build- 
ings. The financial resources of the local Government are 
very slender and we are afraid that if we have to depend en- 
tirely on the almost empty purse of the local Government it 
will be long years before our needs will be satisfied. I am not 
sure that I can appeal to Your Excellency to come to our assist- 
ance, but we hoped that but for the changes in the adminis- 
trative machinery of Government and the financial adjust- 
ments which followed in the wake of the introduction of the 
Beforms, the Government of India would have assisted ma- 
terially in meeting the initial cost of the University. And 
it has always been felt both by the people and the University 
that a degree of responsibility rests with the central Govern- 
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ment to endow the Province with the full equipment of a 
self-contained province, more particularly when in sjnte of 
our best efforts we cannot’ provide for all that is required to 
make the Province educationally fully self-contained. 

Your Excellency will shortly be proceeding 1 to declare 
the Science College formally open anti to inspect some of 
the principal rooms in the two laboratories. v I have no doubt 
that to-day’s function will serve as a stimulus to both the 
staff and the students of the Science College to work for the 
good name of the institution and that they will be proud to 
hand dpwn the tradition lo succeeding generations. 

The Hon’ble the Minister of Education requested His 
Excellency the Viceroy to open the Science College. 

His Excellency the Viceroy replied to the address as 
follows : — 

Your Excellencies, Mr. Vice-Chancellor and Gentlemen, 

I must begin by thanking you, Mr. Vice-Chancellor, for 
the kind words with which you have welcomed me to Patna 
and to Patna University. It is natural, when one hears of 
Patna University, to think of the ancient University not far 
from here, at N aland a, which has been described as “ the 
most magnificent and celebrated seat of Buddhist learning 
in the worid.” It attracted students and scholars from all 
India and embassies from foreign monarchs, and its library 
was famous far and wide. They seem to have managed thing* 
better in those days, or perhaps there was no Public Service 
Commission, for it was the usual practice that on completion 
of their education those scholars, who were not destined for 
a scholastic career, all received appointments from the king. 

We have [listened to-day to an interesting description of 
the growth of this University to its present status, and I feel 
confident that as years pass it will go from strength to 
strength. The only omission I noticed in the Vice-Chancellor’s 
speech was the absence of any reference to the invaluable 
part he himself has played, during his five years as Vice- 
Chancellor, in directing and watching over the young life 
of this University. There is another name I feel bound to 
mention. Sir Saiyid Muhammad Eakhruddin has held office 
continuously since the institution of the Reformed Government 
and it is very largely due to him that the University and 
Colleges are what they are to-day. The educational progress 
achieved has been remarkable, and I am only sorry that, as 
the position stands at present, the Government of India is 
precluded from making any contribution from central revenues 
to work of the kind which you, Mr. Vice-Chancellor, have 
mentioned in your address. Since the institution of the 
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Province the increase in expenditure on education has 
naturally been most marked in the case of University 
education, and L think it is perhaps well to remember that 
such education is bnly the apex of the whole structure, and 
that its success must rest upon the provision of adequate 
facilities for a sound secondary education throughout the 
Province. Tn al^ educational matters on which you may fro** 
time to time desire advice, you are fortunate in being able 
to rely on the counsel of your 'Governor His Excellency Sir 
Hugh Stephenson, whose experience and sympathy will, I 
know, always be at your command. 

As you have said, Mr. Vice-Chancellor, the particular 
duty I have now to perform is to declare formally open the 
Science College laboratories. Ho University to-day in a 
scientific age is complete without its equipment for scientific 
research, as one of the many branches which go to make the 
whole tree of human knowledge, and it gives me great pleasure 
to declare open these buildings which are to form so impor- 
tant a part’ of this great University. We hear it said some- 
times that the application of science to modern life is the 
solution of most of the problems which confront ns. Tn that 
there is no doubt exaggeration, but it is certainly true that 
India with its great material resources to be developed, its 
industrial possibilities, its agricultural and engineering 
problems to be solved, offers wide scope to those whose talents 
lie in the direction of scientific research. And to those of 
you who are going to pursue this line of study T would say 
that, if you take all that a scientific training has to give you, 
you will find that, besides having much to give to others, you 
will gain much that will be of use to you in the wider life 
that will open for you when you have left this University. 
A modern writer has thus defined the true scientific method: 
“ to trust no statements without verification; to test all 
things as rigorously as possible, to keep no secrets, to attempt 
no monopolies, to give out one’s best modestly and plainly, 
serving no other end but knowledge.” There are some, 
fortunately, in all spheres of human enquiry who pursue 
knowledge for its own sake; there are scientists who have 
no end in view but that of pure science and exact knowledge, 
with no. thought for personal gain or for exploiting their 
discoveries. And not rarely have the truly scientific men 
failed to see the possible application of their research either 
to their own profit or to the benefit’ of humankind. But for 
the ordinary man the problem is so to link up scientific re- 
search with technical progress that he may leave the world in 
some way better than he found it, and T therefore wish a long 
and successful life of practical usefulness to the buildings 
fahich I am shortly to open, 
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I am speaking however to- Jay to many besides scientist, 
and an occasion snch as this naturally suggests reflections 
upon the kind of contribution, that it is in the power* of a 
great Educational Society to make to the varied and manifold 
life from which in turn it draws its own vitality. One test — 
perhaps the most searching test— of educational result, is its 
success or failure in purging the mind of prejudice and false 
judgment, and replacing them by a genuine love for and zeal 
in the pursuit of truth. The pursuit is certain to be no easy 
one, by whatever path you travel. But if you follow it whole- 
heartedly, you will find the fields of knowledge stretching ever 
wideT before you on either hand; and by knowledge I mean 
not only the objective ‘result of learning but, what is of greater 
importance, the qualities that are the natural offspring of the 
effort to learn, and of the recognition of what learning means. 
It is from this point of view that I believe all Universities, 
in India as elsewhere, can make, so great and so unique a 
contribution to the civic life of the communitv. There is no 
necessity to emphasize the importance of public opinion in 
any country, especially a country in which democratic institu- 
tions are in the process of formation. A great English 
statesman has written “ in a democratic representative 
Government we want statesmanship, and the only secure basis 
of statesmanship is that public opinion should be statesman- 
like.” But too often we are unhappily reminded that public 
opinion is by no means infallible. 

The truth is that public opinion — or indeed any 
individual mind — can never have before it more than a frac- 
tion of the relevant data, in the light of which complete 
judgment can be formed. We all, T suppose, have only a 
limited number of categories into which we tend to thrust the 
impressions produced upon us by everyday experience. These 
categories form a picture, to which we are constantly tempted 
forcibly to accommodate facts. Yet facts are stubborn things, 
and are apt to rebel against such treatment. But none the 
less we continue the attempt, and public opinion:, therefore, 
is frequently not so much a judgment of facts as a particular 
version of them. Many persons too are prone to want to 
have their thinking done for them and to trust too readily to 
the printed word and to current catchwords and phrases, 

I have already suggested what I believe to be one cure 
for what is admittedly a constitutional defect of human 
nature. The function of education and especially of an 
institution such as this is to encourage independent investiga- 
tion and thought. Situated as it is in a busy and crowded 
centre Patna University should be the focus of thought of 
different communities, different creeds, different interests. 
Here we should find the play of mind on mind, the habit of 
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independent thought, the scholarship whose hall-mark is that 
it knows its own limitations of knowledge. And the play of 
mind on mind wiU encourage 'and develop the powers of your 
students to think independently, and not to rest content 
without solid foundations for the convictions that they profess. 
I am not advocating that students should plunge at once 
into the whirlpool of party politics; there is plenty of time 
for that later on for those who embark, as some of us at one 
time or another have embarked, upon that rather bewildering 
voyage. But when the time comes for you to leave this 
University — and here I speak especially to the students — and 
to go back to your homes, in town or village or country as the 
case may be, I would have you remember that men like you, 
with a University education, ought to have and will have a 
great influence in moulding the thoughts of many who have 
not had the same advantages. And the answer to the question 
whether that influence will be good or bad will depend, 
perhaps more than you realise, on the use you make of the 
opportunities which are now being offered to you by the great 
institution to which you have the honour to belong. 

Oh the conclusion of His Excellency's reply the proces- 
sion was re-formed and proceeded to the Science College, where 
His Excellency the Viceroy performed the opening ceremony. 

After the opening ceremonv, their Excellencies the 
Vicerov and the Lady Irwin, accompanied by His Excellency 
the Chancellor and Lady Stephenson, the Vice-Chancellor, 
the Minister of Education, the Director of Public Instruction, 
and the Principal of the Science College, visited the Chemistry 
and theJPhysics Laboratories. 

Their Excellencies the Viceroy and the Lady Irwin, 
accompanied by His Excellency the Chancellor and Lady 
Stephenson and the personal staff, left the Science College 
at 11-16 a.m.

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His Excellency the Chancellor presented the medals. 

The Vice-Chancellor then addressed Convocation as 
follows : — 

Tour Excellency, Members of the Convocation, Cadies 
and Gentlemen, 

Under ordinary circumstances I would not have been 
addressing you to-day, but owing to the decision of the 
Government that I should continue as Vice-Chancellor till 
December, 1929, it is my privilege once again to review the 
educational progress of the University within the last twelve 
months. 

Amongst the ex-officio Fellows Sir Dawson Miller, Chief 
Justice, has by retirement left us, and his place has been 
taken up by the present Chief Justice Mr. Courteney Terrell. 
Rev. F. H. W. Kerr, Messrs. J. Tullis and Mr. H. Lambert, 
who were holding officiating appointments, have been replaced 
by Rev. G. C. P. Stevenson, Messrs. L. D. Ooueslant and 
G. E. Fawcus, respectively. 

I grieve to record the untimely and sudden death of 
one who had not only helped materially in the development 
of this University but was a most useful member of the Senate 
and the Syndicate, ?.e., late Mr. V. H. Jackson. By ‘the 
death of Mr. Jackson the service has lost a distinguished 
educationalist, the University has lost a true guide and 
philosopher and we have lost a personal friend. His place in 
the Senate has been filled up by Dr. Caldwell, the Principal 
of the Science College. 

The cruel hand of death has also taken away from us 
under most tragic circumstances another member of the 
Senate, Prof. D. Auchterlonie. Prime in life with the 
promise^ of a long career of utility, Mr. Auchterlonie’s death 
is an undoubted loss to the University. 

Vacancies among nominated Fellows have been filled up 
by the appointment of Messrs. Khosla, H. Lambert, Dr. 
S. C. Sarkar and the re-appointment of Messrs. W. W. T. 
Moore, A. S. Khan and Miss N. B. Naik. 

Vacancies among the elected Fellows have been filled 
up by the re-election of Messrs. B. C. Sinha, Shiveshwar 
Daya'l, Sri Narayan Sahay, S. M. Hafeez and the election 
of Mr. Lakshmi Kant Choudhry. One vacancy from the 
Engineering College has not been filled as no qualified 
candidate was forthcoming. 

I cannot proceed further without referring to what I 
consider the most notable event of the year under review, 
i.e., the visit of His Excellency the Viceroy to Patna three 
days ago ; ^ Those of us who were privileged to listen to his 
eoul-inspiring reply to the address presented on behalf of the 
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University could not fail ’to notice the depth of His 
Excellency’s sympathy with the advancement ot education in 
this country. His anxiety to eradicate illiteracy from this, 
country and his genuine desird to help India on the true path 
of progress are well-known and the words of advice which 
His Excellency gave to the students I am sure will not only 
appeal to them but also to the wider public interested in the 
educational development of the country. We are deeply 
grateful to His Excellency for his visit to Patna and I hope 
that he and Lady Irwin have taken a good impression of the 
young University of Patna.

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It will be noticed that there has been no sudden fluctua- 
tion in the examination results and the standard of examina- 
tion, I am happy to report, has been maintained.. Hut 
complaints continue to be mad6 about the poor mental equip- 
ment with which the ordinary matriculate joins a college. 
The Committee whose appointment 1 had foreshadowed in 
last year's address has not been appointed but materials have 
been gathered in the shape of a questionnaire which was 
issued under the orders of the Hon’ble Minister of Education 
and I understand that a Committee is likely to be appointed 
in the near future. I am also inclined to think that some 
valuable assistance may also be obtained from the labours of 
the Auxiliary Education Committee of the Indian Statutory 
Commission, for such a complaint is not particular to our 
province only. 

It is a matter of satisfaction that the number of under- 
graduate students is as large as last year and that there 
is a considerable increase in the number of post-graduate 
students — 217 this year as against 104 of last year. The 
number of students reading Law is 685, Medicine 196, 
Engineering 105, Diploma in Education 58 and Bachelor of 
Education 4.

Of these Headers Mahumahopadhyaya Ganganath Jha, 
Prof. Hale and Prof. E. T. Shah have delivered their lectures 
and l)r. M. P. West and Mr. W. W. T. Moore will before 
the end of the year deliver their lectures. 

The plan of inviting an eminent Scientist from abroad 
to deliver a series of lectures, to which reference was made 
in last year’s address, did not materialise as the scheme 
involved the co-operation of other Universities, but efforts 
are being made through the assistance of the Inter-Univer- 
sity Board for getting such a lecturer as soon as the necessary 
arrangements can be completed. 

The financial condition of the University continues to 
be satisfactory. During the last year the Reserve Fund was 
raised from a lakh and one thousand to a lakh and sixty-one 
thousand. 

The buildings required for the purposes of the Univer- 
sity are almost all completed. New Hostel and College 
buildings for the B. N. College are also in the course of con- 
struction and will be ready for use in the near future. With 
the growth of these massive and magnificent buildings within 
the heart of the town, the necessity for widening the road and 
the completion of the drainage scheme is keenly felt by the 
public and the students and I would therefore plead as 
strongly as I can for immediately giving full effect to the 
decisions already arrived at by the Government on these two 
matters which vitally concern the public in general and the 
University in particular. There are other necessities be- 
sides those to which I had referred last year. The buildings 
at present occupied by the Law College are urgently requir- 
ed for the expansion of the Prince of Wales Medical College, 
and new quarters will have to be found for the Law College 
and its attached hostels. There is urgent demand for the 
construction of non-collegiate hostels to take the place of the 
present rented houses, most of them in insanitary surround- 
ings,, for the overflow students. Again the Patna University 
Training Corps requires quarters of its own with the neces- 
sary parade ground, etc., and last though not the least we 
''must provide for an University Union. A Committee ap- 
pointed by Government has lield meetings and will very 
■shortly submit its report on the question of these build- 
ings. 
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The discussion on the constitution of the University has 
come up again in another form, Mr, Baldeva Sahay, the 
representative of the University in the Legislative Council 
has introduced a Bill for turning the University of Patna 
into a teaching University and the University has been 
requested by the Government for its opinion on the same 
and the Senate at its meeting held this morning has referred 
the matter to a Committee to consider the •Bill and submit 
the report to the Senate as early as possible and it is hoped 
that the opinion of the University may be conveyed to the 
Government as soon after the report of the Committee is 
ready as possible. It would be wrong on my part to deal at 
this stage with the provisions of the Bill, which I have no 
doubt will be considered fully by the Committee of the Senate 
and ultimately by the Senate itself. 

Graduates of the Patna University on whom Degrees 

HAVE JUST BEEN CONFERRED, 

I have often thought that perhaps it is more appropriate 
on such an occasion to sympathise with you on the new, 
strange and difficult life on which you are now embarking 
and give you some advice which may lead you to realise the 
difficulties in your way and suggest means to overcome them 
rather than simply oiler you congratulations which of course 
you fully deserve for the excellent work you have already 
accomplished. 

India as you know is at present passing through critical 
times and any false step taken now may set back the hands 
of the clock for years to come. It is not my desire to give 
you any lead on the question of your political convictions. 
I am not a propagandist of any particular school of thought 
but my recent experience after visiting various educational 
centres in India has led me to feel how little I knew of India 
and how little people of one province know of the condi- 
tions prevailing in another part of this great country. Great 
advance has been made in education but it is nothing 
compared to what has yet to be achieved in the future. Great 
advance has been made in political consciousness yet ignorance 
of the elementary principles of citizenship in vast areas is 
simply appalling. Social reforms have been made to 
eradicate social evils yet hands of social reformers will remain 
full for years to come. Wealth has increased in the country 
yet poverty in places is heart-rending. This being the 
condition why should politics only monopolise the activities 
of the young and the old? I wonder if you would not be 
serving your motherland better if you at any rate at the 
beginning of your new career whole-heartedly devote to the 
educational advancement of your country, to the eradication 
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of social evils which undoubtedly exist and to the help of 
the needy and poor who unfortunately abound everywhere. 
These problems when solved will also perhaps solve many 
of the political problems of India. The decision of what you 
should do must however rest with you and I will only end 
by pray in sr to Providence that He may give you Light so 
that the path that you may choose to tread may lead yop to 
contribute to the <wel fare of your country and to the happiness 
of mankind. I wish vou all luck in your efforts and hope that 
you will maintain the dignity of the Degree which has been 
conferred upon you to-dav, live up to its traditions and add 
hxstre to the great Institution of which you are the product. 

His Excellency the Chancellor in introducing Mr. W. IL 
Barker spoke as follows: — 

Mr. Vice-Chancellor and Gentlemen, 

You, Sir, have as is customary reviewed the matters of 
academical interest during the year and I think we shall all 
agree that the matter of outstanding importance has been 
the recent visit of His Excellency the Viceroy. Hitherto the 
University has hidden its light under a bushel; it has merely 
grown, evolved, at an astonishingly rapid pace it is true, but 
there has never been a point of time when we could say, 
<c Behold the University where yesterday there was no Univer- 
sity. ” When His Excellency intimated his intention of 
visiting Patna, I entirely approved of Mr. Eaweus , suggestion 
that we should seize the opportunity of launching the 
University as a whole on an admiring world and I obtained 
His Excellency’s consent to visit the University and receive 
an address from us and by an official ceremony to declare 
that we have taken our place among the ranks of older 
Universities and are prepared worthily to uphold the honour. 
In his last Convocation Address two years ago ray predecessor 
Sir Henry Wheeler reviewed the progress that had been made, 
which was in no small measure due to his foreseeing guidance 
and practical sympathy, and his only regret was that he 
would not be present at the official opening. We have had 
the official opening and though the Vice-Chancellor has 
adverted to many things that we should still like to do and 
that must be done before we attain our full stature, we can 
now regard ourselves as fairly launched. Even during the 
short time that I have been here, I think it must be admitted 
that the progress has been most striking. I confess to a 
feeling of pride wffien I accompanied the Viceroy to the roof 
of the laboratories and we saw the University as a whole 
stretching out before us. I can say confidently that His 
Excellency was greatly impressed by the magnitude of the 
work that had been accomplished by a young and poor 
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province. We must not fret if the future stages are Slower; 
there is other work to be done in the province pari passu with 
this. But I would like to point out to those to whom the 
Vice-Chancellor has just addressed words qf friendly advice, 
on whom the conferring of degrees is our principal reason 
for assembling to-day, that much depends on them and on 
those still studying in the University. If they can show to 
the province that the money spent on the University has 
been well worth while, that the equipment and educational 
facilities already provided have been used to the full and 
have produced adequate results, it will be easier to induce 
the people of the province to make the sacrifices that will 
be necessary to realise ,the visions of the Vice-Chancellor and 
others responsible for the University. 

There is one matter to which the Vice-Chancellor has 
omitted to refer in his speech and that is the compliment 
paid to this University by the selection of its Vice-Chancellor 
to serve on the Committee to enquire into the progress of 
Education. The work of this Committee is of the greatest 
importance and the Educational survey of India which it 
will complete is a necessary preliminary before any thinking 
man can decide for himself what are the actual conditions of 
the constitutional problem that has to be solved. I cannot 
for the life of me see why it should be considered incumbent 
on any school of politics to hamper the collection of facts 
showing the real position of education and I trust that when 
the Committee come to Patna they will find not opposition 
but ready help in their work. I think we are proud that we, 
one of the youngest Universities, have been called upon 
through our Vice-Chancellor to help in such important work. 

And now it is my privilege to introduce to you Mr. 
Barker, President of the Public Services Commission, who 
has kindly consented to deliver the oration to us this after- 
noon. His Excellency the Viceroy in referring the other 
day to the Naianda University commented on the fact that 
all passed students of that University obtained ipso facto 
Government employment and suggested that the Public 
Services Commission was responsible for the destruction of 
that happy state of things. I think that Mr. Barker will 
probably give you very good reasons for regarding the Public 
Services Commission not as a destroyer but as a saviour. 

Mr. W. It. Barker then delivered the following 
address: — 

Your Excellency, Mr. Vice-Chancellor, Ladies and 
Gentlemen, 

I highly appreciate the honour which has been done me 
in inviting me to address the Convocation for ’Patna Univer- 
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sity but. 1 do not nourish, the delusion that the invitation 
is due to any merits I possess.. Neither my learning* nor 
my eloquence would entitle 'me to claim a hearing* from 
the gathering* I see before me, but 1 represent the Public 
Service Commission and the significance of the Public 
Service Commission to the Universities of India and I should 
add of the Universities of India to the Public Service 
Commission is undeniable. Whatever may be the merits or 
defects of that body i can say with perfect confidence that 
it stands for one 4 deal namely to get the best men it can for 
the public services in India irrespective of every other 
consideration; and I can only express my profound convic- 
tion that unless that ideal is relentlessly followed in the face 
of all opposition every influence and every obstacle all those 
schemes which have been and are bein& constantly devised 
for ihe piosperity, good government and advancement of 
India to whatever subject they relate and from whatever 
quarter they proceed are bound to (tome to naught. The first 
essential of good government is an intelligent , impartial and 
highminded civil service. 

In England we have been so long accustomed to a Uivil 
Service which for integrity and zeal is unsurpassed in the 
world that we have almost forgotten our troubles of a century 
ago when the Civil Sendee was a nest of nepotism, corruption 
and incompetence. We cured all that and we cured it in 
the only way in which it could be cured by setting up a body 
of Civil Service Commissioners corresponding* in some aspects 
very closely to the Public Service Commission in Tndia. 
Those Commissioners are in practice independent of the 
government and the all-powerful remedy for the evils which 
they encountered was to make competitive examination the 
main avenue to public employment. That system has given 
us the Home Civil Service at home and the Indian Civil 
Service in India and if there is any method of getting a 
better service than these two great services T should he glad 
to hear of it. 

We in England have had time to forget the evils of 
jobbery and private patronage from which the examination 
system delivered us; and some of those who are conscious of 
the evils of the present and have forgotten the evils of the 
past now decry the examination svstem and advocate a system 
of appointment by selection. I have seen the system of 
selection at its best and I confess that when I came out to 
India I had some leanings in that direction myself; but 
every day I have spent in India and every atom of experience 
I have acquired of the conditions in this country have 
convinced me more and! more that the system of competitive 
examination is for this country both the fairest and the most 
F 4 
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effective wky of staff by the public services. In saying this 
1 must make it clear that 1 am expressing no opinion oh th# 
question of communal representation. That is a matter 
q^ite outside the ken of the Public Service Commission* a 
matter in which they merely follow directions they receive 
and as a practical matter no difficulty attaches to comp'etitive 
examination within a particular community. 

Some I have met in India and I am afraid far too many 
go very much further and positively prefer the appointment 
of uneducated men to the public service apd seem to regard 
education as a virus which when introduced into the body 
swells the head but atrophies and enervates virility, energy 
and self-reliance. In this they are unfortunate enough to 
disagree with Solomon who said : — 

“ Give instruction to a wise man and he will be yet wiser; 
teach a just man and’he will increase in learning, and again 
through wisdom is an house builded and by understanding 
it is established and by knowledge shall his chamber be filled 
with all precious and pleasant riches. A wise man is 
strong; yea, a man of knowledge increases strength. ” 

I am on the side of Solomon. For nearly every function 
in life even the most undistinguished I prefer an educated 
to an uneducated man ; and if the hearsay to which I have 
referred w T ere well founded it would involve a negation of 
everything for which the University of Patna and the 
Universities of India stand. The vast sums which have been 
lavished out of the scanty resources of government and the 
smaller sums which have been lavished out of the vast 
resources of individuals would indeed have been ill spent if 
the Universities of India were unsuccessful in producing the 
best candidates for the public services. To those too who 
maintain that in the choice of public servant no importance 
should be attached to academic brilliance or to some lower 
standard of academic attainment requiring great perseverance, 
hard work and self-denial I will only say that no crueller 
wrong conld be done to the youth of India than to encourage 
them to come in their thousands to Indian Universities and 
then dispute their entry to the Public Services. 

I stand therefore before you as an unabashed advocate 
of the system of competitive examination for the purpose 
of manning the public service of this country. I am under 
no illusions about competitive examinations and can be under 
no illusions possessing as I do an inside knowledge of them. 
In this world we can only aim at the best; we cannot hope 
to attain perfection and in spite of all its defects I am of 
opinion that for India as it is the system* of competitive exam- 
inations is the best and any other system is as a general rule not 
only not the best or even the second best but definitely bad. 
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In India as elsewhere there are many people who are 
♦content’ to repeat what their fathers have told them; and 
without regard to changing conditions to reiterate at the 
conclusion of their service the words of wisdom they heard 
frorn^ their seniors dating almost back to the Mutiny in the 
days when they themselves were juniors. Those who are 
seldom brought ihto contact with the young graduate of the 
present day often repeat to me the old and perhaps one true 
legend that the Indian graduate is a creature with an infinite 
voracity for learning text books by heart without understand- 
ing their contents. There may be graduates of that kind 
even now, I do not think I have ever met one but I may 
say that when I do I shall take the greatest pains to see 
that he is not successful in any examination organised by 
the Public Service Commission. I see every year many 
graduates from every part of India, every year in the official 
capacity of an examiner and sometimes I am privileged to 
see them in an unofficial capacity. In an official capacity 
I am not always very happy. I have to ask many hundred 
questions and I am painfully conscious that the examinees 
must think my questions very foolish. I have to judge them 
but I know that they are judging me and I can only hope 
that they extend the same clemency to me as I invariably 
extend to them. 

In a non-official capacity there are few things I enjo\ 
so much as a free interchange of talk with a group of Indian 
students. It is on this experience which is in its way unique 
since I know of no one outside the Public Service Commission 
who has constant opportunities of seeing the students of all 
the Universities of India that I base my judgment. To many 
the Indian student is an abstraction and you find out all 
about him by reading quinquennial reports. He is a fertile 
theme for notes and in private conversation the problem of 
his future is too often solved by an anecdote- faithfully passing 
down from generation to generation. To me he is a reality 
and having studied that reality to the best of my ability 
during the short time I have been here I sav that I have no 
fears or trepidations as to the future of the public services 
in India so far as that future is dependent on the material 
which emerges from Indian Universities at the point at which 
it emerges. The best of them are to ray mind as satisfactory 
a body of young men active, intelligent and virile as you 
may wish to see and there are enough of them to man the 
public services which are my chief concern. I will therefore 
not speak of the worst. 

But the. question still remains what is to be done with 
the Philistins who decry, your accomplishments and 
dispute your powers and who are all for the strong, 
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silent, very stupid and uneducated man. Samson had 
a short way' with him. He slew a thousand Phi-* 
listines with the jawbone of an ass. That remedy 
is not open to you for two reasons entirely outside 
the Indian Penal Code. The first is that there, are 
too many Philistines and the ’second is that you have not 
got the right kind of jawbone. * 

You must proceed in quite a different way and so order 
your life and future conduct as to demonstrate to the mean 
intelligences to which 1 have referred that their criticism is 
entirely baseless. It is of course a truism that though many 
Universities are excellent and Patna is of course among them 
there is only one perfect University and that is situated at 
Oxford and any one who has been lucky enough to be educated 
in that city is prone to judge all other Universities by the 
standard of that peerless place. In the light of that 
comparison a doubt sometimes occurs to me whether the 
students of Indian Universities are sufficiently conscious of 
their high calling, of the great privileges which entail 
corresponding responsibilities and of the magnitude of the 
tasks which will confront them in after life, tasks which 
cannot be performed without adequate preparation. To-day 
the University has conferred on some of you its students the 
honour of its degree. Tomorrow it will rest with you to do 
honour to the University. The graduates of Patna Univer- 
sity represent a few thousand educated men among thirty- 
four million less educated or uneducated Ihroughoul the 
province. You are the leaven which must leaven the whole 
lump. In the years to come much of the happiness and 
prosperity of the province will depend on you. You will 
hold the. positions of authority, with you will rest the decision 
whether the province will progress or fall back in the race. 
Your task is to be envied. Your work is beginning and no 
one can look at any province in India without realising that 
there is much work to be done. Villages require sanitation, 
housing, cleanliness and beauty. Ignorance has to be 
dissipated, agriculture enriched with expert knowledge. 
The hatred of race for race and of religion for religion must 
be abated. Industry and Commerce must be encouraged and 
a living found for the ever-increasing millions of India. 
Those who think that all this is work for Government and 
Government alone are much mistaken. The best work has 
always been done by individuals independent of Government 
and without the well-organised support of well-educated men 
vigilant, eager, and helpful Government can do but little. 
The chief source of the strength of public life in England 
has been the existence of a large body of men independent 
of Government who are willing to undertake arduous public 
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duties and perform them laboriously and conscientiously 
\yithbut hope or expectation of reward. 

Are you well equipped foi; the task which is before you? 
You have had three or four years at the University and in 
those years you had had more leisure than you are likely 
to enjoy again in your working life. You have been at a 
University a place which should be dedicated to eager inquiry, 
constant speculation, free discussion and ripening studies. 
Have you availed yourselves of your opportunities ? Have 
you pondered deeply on the difficult problems of Indian life; 
have you thought constantly how those problems are to be 
solved? Have you taken pains to winnow truth from false- 
hood and by slow* and painful processes of thought arrived at 
your own conclusions which whether they be right or wrong 
are for you the only valuable conclusions? Have you in your 
walks abroad been quick to note what is amiss and to consider 
the remedy? Have you been careful to observe the toil and 
the difficulties of the peasant in the fields and the devices 
lie employs to keep us all alive and do you offer youi thanks 
to him and dedicate your services to him as the sole bulwark 
between yourselves and starvation? If so, you will go into 
the world as worthy sons of the University whose work will 
do it honour. 

Or have you put all this on one side, been content to be 
guided by cheap catchwords, pro and con, to be deluded by 
shibboleths which you repeat without understanding. Have 
you treated the golden years you have spent at the Univer- 
sity as merely an avenue to a job in the Government service 
having attained which you can rest contented reaping in- 
crement and promotion as they come in their due season, do- 
ing that minimum of work which averts censure and avoiding 
as far as possible the toil and the strife which make life worth 
living? If this is your intention you may have a happy and 
prosperous life but you will do your University no honour 
and your province no good. It is of these that the poet 
writes : — 

The earth’s high places who attain to fill 
By most indomitably sitting still, 

and again he wrote their epitaph — 

Find in the golden mean their proper bliss 
And doing nothing never did amiss 
But lapt in men’s good graces live and die 
By all regretted nobody knows why. 

This is not the way in which India has attained such greatness, 
such peace and such order as she enjoys at present. The 
English may have many faults but at least they cannot be

charged wkh apathy, carelessness or failure in a sense of duty. 
Some sixty years ago Sir George Trevelyan said o i the Eng- 
lishman in India “ The publip .spirit among the servants of 
Government at home is faint compared with the fire of zeal 
which glows in every vein of an Indian official.” I have 
been a servant of Government at home and I know tHe zeal 
of those servants. If that zeal is but faint in comparison 
with that of an Indian official I can only say that the zeal 
of an Indian official must be as a consuming flame. The 
public services of India are being rapidly t Indianised and I 
realise without complaint that many changes must come and 
things must be fashioned in a different mould. I have only 
one thing to ask and that is that in a country where zeal 
receives little encouragement the Indian official may be con- 
sumed with the san\p fiery zeal for the good of his province 
and the good of India as consumed the English official of 
bid. 

I have visited most of the Universities of India and that 
which I am about to say has no special reference to Patna 
but I have sometimes felt a doubt whether it is fully realised 
what a University should be, what opportunities it should 
offer and what is its mission in the scheme of a national life. 
It is not a place to which a student should resort merely to 
spend laboiious days plodding his way to a degree which is 
valued merely for itself and not for what it connotes. Such 
a man takes away from the University a degree indeed but 
little which is of value either to himself or India. A Univer- 
sity should be the great civilising agency of the area which 
it serves and its students should be in the forefront, the na- 
tural leaders of the province in all its higher aspirations, 
for the betterment of the condition of the people, the improve- 
ment of political life, the removal of social evils. If they 
do not undertake this task who will? Now a University 
should manufacture a product which is perfectly adapted for 
these purposes and that is the ordinary well-educated man 
and in the long run a University will be judged by the type 
of ordinary well-educated man it produces. 

By such a man I do not mean a man who accumulates 
first classes and medals and leaves the University well train- 
ed in one subiect but with a mind whmh is a blank on all 
subjects outside his special course of study. First classes 
have a value and their achievement indicates that their holder 
has passed through a mental discipline which should he use- 
ful to him throughout life; hut few of us can spend our 
lives in the subjects we studied at the University and a man 
who leaves the University knowing one subject and one sub- 
ject only enters the battle of life at tbe most serious disad- 
vantage line a bird with cue broken wing. The mental dis- 
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mpline remains in after life 'and is valuable bud tbe actual 
knowledge which, is acquired is in respect of many subjects 
valueless and soon forgotten.. It has often happened to me 
to ask a student of physics for instance the most ordinary 
question of everyday life — such a thing as every schoolboy 
•ought to know as Macaulay would put it. He will profess 
his ignorance anck say to me with surprise not unmixed with 
resentment, “ You forget, Sir, I am a student of physics ” 
as though a student of physics could claim by right to be 
abysmally ignorant of everything else. This attitude is not 
exceptional, it is common. 1 attribute it partly to exces- 
sive absorption in learning things the wrong way. I am 
under the impression that students attend far too many lec- 
tures and take far too much trouble to find out what the 

lecturer thinks and far too little to think for themselves. 

English literature if properly pursued is the most humanist 
of studies, but unless it is studied in an individualist mood 
it becomes unutterably stale as a means of education. I 

often ask students what they think of this or that author and 

I hardly ever get an answer. They are eager to tell me what 
Matthew Arnold or Thomas Carlyle or Bernard Shaw or their 
teacher thinks of an author but what they themselves think 
they do not know. If you read an author without forming 
an opinion of him your reading is worthless. To search for 
truth is the first essential of true learning. If you hate 
Shakespeare as many great and good men have done in the 
past it is much better to say so than to repeat the stale en- 
comiums of some text-book writer in whom yon don’t believe. 
I have met only one Indian student who confessed that he 
hated English literature and he was not telling the truth. 
I asked him why he hated it and I soon discovered that he 
had a very passionate appreciation for its beauties. The 
reason for his outburst was that he had given up English 
literature because it was so hard to get an honors degree in 
it and had taken up another subject which he cordially de- 
tested. He and all other Indian students should ponder that 
passage from the Taviing of the Shrew 

No profit grows where is no pleasure taken 

In brief Sir study what you most affect. 

Every student on entering the University should consider 
what study he most affects and pursue that. Every such 
student should be careful not to inquire in what subjects it 
is easiest to get a degree. If this rule were observed I should 
not see so many obvious misfits as I have seen at some ex- 
aminations, students taking up physics whose aptitude is for 
history, students taking up law whose passion is for bo+any, 
poets devoting themselves to the study of economics. Study 
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those subjects in which you take pleasure. If there is. no 
subject in which you take pleasure the University is no plac^ 
for you. The University should be a delightful place el 
study and a place of delightful study. The next thing* 

I should urge students to remember is that the Univer- 
sity is the training ground in which tjiey should learn 
to become useful citizens of the world and that what 
they learn in the classroom represents half and less than 
half of what they should learn at the University. For this 
purpose nothing is more important than the utilisation of 
leisure and again I quote Solomon who said “ The wisdom 
of a learned man cometh by opportunity of leisure.” I have 
never been able to get a satisfactory answer to the question 
how students spend their leisure and the man who fritters 
away his leisure is one who fritters away his money. 
During his leisure a student should immensely widen hit* 
range of interests and extend his general knowledge regard- 
ing nothing which has or is occupying the thoughts or en- 
grossing the activities of men on this planet as outside the 
scope of his intelligence. He should read widely and con- 
stantly and it is letter that he should read the lightest of 
literature than that he should not read at all. It is only a 
mind stored with a wide and various knowledge and an under- 
standing enriched by constant observation which is fit to meet 
all the emergencies of life. The problem of educated employ- 
ment. in India is serious and a mere numerical calculation 
will show 7 that there cannot be places in Government service 
for a tithe of the students who aspire to them. Nov is it de- 
sirable that it should be so. Nothing can be worse for a 
country than that a majority of its educated class should be 
men incapable of making* a. career in other walks of life. 
The Public Service Commission arc like men casting their 
nets into the sea and catching good fish for the public ser- 
vice but it is a condition of the success of their labours that 
there should be as good fish in the sea as ever came out of ii. 
They do not want to cast their nets into a village pond leav- 
ing nothing but mud and minnows behind. The great 
residue must fructify the life of India outside the public ser- 
vice. To do so requires great powers of observation, enter- 
prise and courage; it is necessary to strike out new lines and 
embark on great adventures and those countries which have 
had most men endowed with those qualities are the countries 
which have been the foremost pioneers of civilisation. A 
country cannot progress if its young men are all playing for 
safety looking for well-assured if small salaries followed by 
exiguous pensions, leading a sheltered life in the perform- 
ance of small tasks and avoiding laborious days, hard work 
and adventure. There is much to be done which no Govern- 
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Wnt can do; almost everything that the individual can 
do, and it is the social mission of the University to produce 
men equal to the task, men to bear rule in the kingdoms, men 
renowned for their power, giving counsel by their under- 
standing and dedaring prophecies, leader of the people by 
their counsels, and by their knowledge of learning meet for 
the people, wise and eloquent in their instructions.

11. The Vice-Chancellor moved, on behalf of the 
Syndicate, that the Senate grant degrees to the successful 
candidates in the M.A., M.Sc., B.A., B.Sc., B.L., B.Ed., 
and M.B.B.S. Examinations of 1928, under regulation 11, 
Chapter III of the Regulations. 

The Hon’ble^ Khan Bahadur Khwaja Muhammad Nur 
seconded the motion which was put to the vote and carried 
nem con. 

12. (a) Read the report of the Board of Accounts. 

( b ) Mr. W. W. T. Moore proposed that the Budget- 
Estimates for 1929 be adopted. 

Mr. J. S. Armour seconded the motion which was put 
to the vote and carried nem con. 

13. Mr. S. M. Hafeez moved, on behalf of the Syndi- 
cate, that the Senate recommend to Government that the 
following changes be made in the Universitv Regulations 
(See Item 375 , Syndicate Minutes , April 14 1928): — 

(i) That in line one of regulation 8 of Chapter XXVII 
between the words “ Faculties ” and “ up ” the words 
u other than the Medical Faculty ” be inserted. 
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(it) That the following be* added as paragraph two of 
regulation 8 of Chapter XXVII: — 

“ In the case of examinations in the Faculty of Medicine 
should a candidate pass in the oral and practical, but fail 
in the written or aggregate of that subject the marks shall 
be reconsidered by the examiners jointly before submission 
to the Registrar.” 

He said that the matter had been carefully considered 
bv the Board of Examiners in Medicine, by the Facility of 
Medicine and by the Syndicate who had all come to the 
conclusion that in the examinations in Medicine the Practical 
portion of the examination was more important than the 
Theoretical portion and should be treated as such. 

Lt.-Col. H. R. Dutton seconded the motion which was 
put to the vote and carried nem con . 

14. (a) Mr. J. H. Thickett moved, on behalf of the 
Syndicate, that the Senate recommend to Government that 
the full stop at the end, of the first sentence of regulation 5 
of Chapter XXV of the University Regulations, be deleted 
and the following be added (See Item 115 , Syndicate Minutes , 
September 7, 1928): — 

“ Provided that in the case of candidates who have 
served as teachers or inspecting officers, after having failed 
at a University examination as regular college students the 
period of service qualifying for permission to appear as non- 
collegiate students shall be two years.” 

He said that* the motion as it stood was self-explanatory 
and no speech was necessary to comment) the resolution to 
the Senate. 

Mr. L. K. Ghosh seconded the motion. 

(b) Rai Saheb Raghubir Prasad moved as an amendment 
— that the last two words of the above resolution be left out in 
order to add the words “ one full session.” 

' He said that candidates who had taken employment as 
teachers after having failed at a University examination as 
regular college students should not be placed in a worse 
position than candidates who h*ad appeared and failed at the 
examination as mere teachers and that for the simple reason 
that the former had enjoyed the benefit of regular college 
training: * ar two years. A person who had serve# as a teacher 
for three years immediately preceding the examination was 
entitled to go up for the examination as a nbn-collegiate 
student ; if he failed at the examination he could go up again 
in the following year ; and the mover wanted that the candidate 
who had thfeen up service after having failed at the examine- 
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tion as a regular college student should be treated 
similarly. 

Mr. Gokulesliwar Sahay seconded the amendment. 

The Hon’ble Khan Bahadur Khwaja Muhammad Nur 
and Mr. Baldeva Sahay supported the amendment. 

Mr. G. E. Bawcus pointed out that the use of the term 
session which was not defined in the regulation would involve 
difficulties of interprertation. 

Mr. K. R. Batheja asked for and obtained permission 
to move as an amendment that the words “ one year ” be 
substituted for “ one full session ” ii\ Rai Saheb Raghubir 
Prasad’s amendment. 

Mr. S. Sen seconded this amendment. 

After some discussion the Senate adopted the motion of 
Mr. S. M. Hafeez that the matter be referred back to the 
Syndicate for further consideration. 

15. Mr. J. H. Thickett moved, on behalf of the Syndi- 
cate, that the Senate recommend to Government that in line 
two of regulation 14 of Chapter XXIV of the Regulations, 
for the words “ L.T. ” be substituted the words “ Dip. Ed.” 
(See Item 157 , Syndicate Minutes, October 6, 1928). 

He said that this was a purely formal amendment which 
had been overlooked. 

Khan Bahadur M. Hashim seconded the motion which 
was put to the vote and carried nem con. 

16. Mr. Shiveshwar Dayal moved, on behalf of the 
Syndicate, that the Senate recommend to Government that 
the following changes be made in the University Regulations 
(See Item 167, Syndicate Minutes, November 3, 1928): — 

(i) In regulation 1 of Chapter XXIV, the following be 
added at the end: — 

“ (3) For the B. L. Examination, at least three lectures 
(or, alternatively, the sitting of a Moot Court) 
and one period of tutorial instruction a week 
in each subject or group of subjects forming the 
subject of a separate paper.” 

(it) In regulation 7 of • Chapter XXIV, a semicolon .be 
substituted for the full stop at the end and the following be 
added: — 


*' but students, who are attending B,L. and M.A,, 
or M.Sc. classes simultaneously, shall - be ex- 
empted from attending B.L. tutorial classes.’'* 
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(m) In regulation 1 of Chapter XXXI, the following be 
added at the end of the second paragraph: — 


. Provided also that if he is combining M.A. and B.L. 
studies, he shall devote the second academical 
year exclusively to the former.” 


(iv) In regulation 1 of Chapter XXXV, the following be 
added at the end of the second paragraph: — 

“ Provided also that if he is combining M.Sc. and 
B.L. studies, he shall devote the second 
academical year exclusively to the former.” 

He said that the amendments suggested dealt with two 
different matters: (1) the amount of teaching work at the 
Law College, and (2) the simultaneous study for the M.A. 
and the M.Sc. and the B.L. Examinations. Originally the 
courses for the B.L. Examination extended over three years 
but it had now been reduced to two years while there was no 
corresponding reduction in the number of subjects to be 
studied. The number of lectures delivered in each subject 
had been reduced and it was very necessary therefore that 
there should be a more intensive study of the subjects, for 
which attendance at tutorials was essential. The University 
Inspectors had also very strongly supported the necessity for 
5 tutorials per week which they have considered as the 
irreducible minimum. The Governing Body of the Law 
College had also accepted the proposal. 

As regards the proposed amendments which referred to 
the simultaneous study for the M.A. or the M.Sc. and the 
B.L. it had to be remembered that a number of students joined 
both the classes after graduation and also that not an insigni- 
ficant proportion of them gave up their M.A. or M.Sc. 

. studies at the end of the 5th year of their college course. 
Complaints had been made by teachers in post-graduate 
classes of the Arts and Science colleges that students who 
combined both the M.A. and the B.L. did not devote as much 
attention to their studies as was necessary and desirable. The 
alternatives that were considered by the Syndicate Committee 
were that no such combination should be permitted, or that 
a reversion should be made to the old three years’ course or 
* that, as suggested in the proposed. amendments, simultaneous, 
study .should he permitted in the 5th year but not in the 6th. 
The adoption of any one of the first two alternatives would 
have meant a real hardship to a large number of students, 
and as a matter of pore compromise therefore the Committee 
and also the Syndicate had agreed to the amendments as 
embodied in paragraphs (tit) and (iv). 
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Mr. S. S. Alam seconded the motion. 

Mr. A. K. Roy said thaij the matter required further 
consideration and should therefore bo relerred to the 
Faculty of Law wnich had not been given an opportunity of 
considering the matter. 

Messrs. P. Whitlock, H. R. Batheja, Baldeva Sahay 
and JJr. K. S. Caldwell supported this motion for reference 
to the Faculty of Law. 

Mr. G. E. Eawcus pointed out that any reference back 
at this stage would mean that it would be too late to provide 
for any additional staff in the budget for the year 1929-30. 

The Hon’ble Khan Bahadur Khwaja Muhammad Nur 
said that at present 18 lectures and 2£ tutorials were given 
per week; and what was proposed was that 2J tutorials per 
week be added, and that regular sanction be given to such 
addition by an amendment oi the regulations. 

The motion that the matter be referred back to the 
Faculty of Law was lost by 27 votes to 26. 

Mr. A. K. Roy pointed out that the 5th and the 6th 
years of law studies should not be treated differently and 
that brilliance in students should not be penalised. 

Mr. S. K. P. Sinha pointed out that at the end of the 
5th year no choice was given to the student to elect between 
the B.L. and the M.A. or the M.Sc., and if he wanted-to 
study for both he would be forced under the proposed regula- 
tion to suspend his studies for the B.L. but not for the M.A. 
or the M.Sc. 

The Hon’ble Khan Bahadur Khwaja .Muhammad Nur 
pointed out that the B.L. studies could be suspended at the 
end of the 5th year because the subjects for the Preliminary 
and the Final Law Examinations were different. The M.A. 
or the M.Sc. studies could not similarly be suspended for a 
year as there was no such marked differentiation in the courses 
for these examinations as in the case of the B.L. 

Mr. Shiveshwar Dayal briefly replied. He said that he 
had full sympathy with the students and that it was in their 
interest that he had successfully carried through the Senate 
the reduction of the Law courses from 3 to two years, and 
it was again in the students’ own interest that the proposed 
amendments should be embodied in the Regulations. 

The motion was put to the vote and clause (i) was carried 
by 28 votes against 10 and clauses (it), (in) and (iv) by 83 
votes against 18.

STATEMENTS OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Bill is essentially an instrument to make the Patna University 
a teaching University. To-day teaching is not undertaken by the University 
nor has it any sort of control over teaching in the colleges. The University 
only holds examinations and grants degrees on the results thereof. Such 
a limited function of a University has been disapproved by educationists all 
over the world. India also felt the influence of this movement against 
merely affiliating and examining Universities, and the results are the Post- 
Graduate Departments of the Calcutta University, the Honours School of 
the Punjab University, the new Universities of Lucknow and Dacca, and 
the reorganised Universities of Allahabad and Madras. Even the Patna 
University was conceived a teaching University as witness section 3, 
clause (3), which defines the purposes for which the University was estab- 
lished. 41 The University shall be deemed to have been incorporated for the 

purposes for imparting education, of promoting original research " 

So far as this province is concerned the matter is res judicata. Various 
Committees beginning from the Nathan Committee of 1913, appointed by 
Government or by the Senate, the Senate itself, the Vice-Chancellor, the 
Minister, the Director of Public Instruction, and enlightened popular public 
opinion have all been unanimous in recognizing that to Patna University 
should be ensured the functions of nndertaking teaching and controlling the 
same.

Annual Report of the Library General Committee 
for the year 1927. 

The report cov&rs the period January to December, 1927. 
During this period the Library Executive Committee met 
only once. The Committee recommended to the Syndicate 
for adoption the plan for the conversion of the old New College 
Hall into the University Library. The Committee alls® 
considered the question of allotment of fuhds of the Library 
and resolved to postpone the allotment for the year autho- 
rising the Vice-Chancellor to purchase books on the recom- 
mendation of the Presidents of the different Boards of Studies, 
if necessary. The budgeted sum, therefore, amounting to 
Us. 4,000 is earning interest. 

The year opened with a total of 0,750 volumes on the 
shelves. 569 new volumes were added making a total of 
7,319 up to December, 1927. Of the books acquired the 
following deserve special mention : — 

1. Hindi Vishwakosh, 4 vols. Es. 52. (The whole 

set has been ordered.) 

2. The Geographical Journal, vols. 39 — 62, from 

January 1912 to 1923. £6/5/6. (This instal- 
ment completes our set.) 

No new volumes were lent to Patna College. 289 vols. 
were taken out of the Library during this period. 

As mentioned in the last year’s report, the Syndicate 
resolved to spend the profits on the sale of publications for 
purchase of books for the Library. During this period 
Es. 800 was set apart for this purpose; but as no allotment 
waB made this sum is also earning interest. 

During this period no inspection of the Library took 
place as it has been postponed till we remove to the new 
building when a complete overhauling will be necessary. 
The consolidated catalogue was printed and sent to dll Fel- 
lows. The list of books acquired in 1926 was also printed 
and circulated. 

The following books were lost by one of the members 
but were subsequently replaced under rule 8 (c) of Die Library 
Buies : —

During the year under . report only two volumes were 
added to this section making a total of 843 vols. up to De 
cember, 1927.

But Mr. E. A. Horne, his successor 
in this matter, has ordered a large number of valuable Blue 
Books relating to India and these, when received, will be 
a valuable set for research students of Economics an<7 
History.

The Vice-Chaneelloi explained the necessity for culling 
a special meeting of the Senate. 

« Me also explained the procedure he would adopt in 
guiding the deliberations of the Senate. The amendments 
oi which he had received notice would all be considered, 
those relating to the provisions oi the amending Bill being 
taken up first, and those which dealt with the Committee’s 
leport later. 

2. Mr. T. C. Orgill lequested pei mission to move that 
the following woids be mseited as a preamble to the report 
of the Senate Committee: — 

“ The Senate, while appiovmg the report ot the 
Committee as generally expressing the grounds of its opposi- 
tion to the amending Bill pioposed by Mr. Baldeo Sahai, 
wishes to indicate its opinion that, m an;y future amending 
Bill which may be introduced, definite provision must be 
made to safeguard the interests of the external colleges, 
either by the institution of an affiliating University, or of a 
special boaf*d for the external colleges, or by giving those 
colleges a considerably increased representation upon the 
Syndicate/’ 

The motion was, however, ruled out of order by the Vice- 
Chancellor. Mr. T, C. Orgill tnen asked whether, if the 
words 1 in any amending bill ” were substituted for the 
clause “ in any future amending bill which may be intro- 
duced,” the motion would be allowed, but this also was ruled 
dot of older. 

3. Kumar Shanti Shekhareshwar Rai moved tha t in 
Section 6, ol the amending bill the word# “ from amddgr 
persons recommended by the Syndicate ” be omitted* 
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He said that the tendency in modem Universities was fo 
have an elected Vice-Chancellor, and he wished that tht 
University of Patna should come in line with these other 
Universities. Besides, if the choice of the Senate was not 
thus limited, they would have a wider field and the chances 
were that the selection would be a better one. 

Mr. A. K. flay seconded the motion. 

The Hon’ble Justice Sir Jwala Prasad supported the 
motion. lie said that it was a question of principle whether 
the Vice-Chancellor should be nominated or elected, and he 
had no hesitation in saying: that the executive head of the 
University should be elected bv the Senate. When the 
University was originally started there existed the necessity 
for the Vice-Chancellor being nominated by the Local Govern- 
ment, but that necessity existed no longer. The qnestion 
was not whether the Government would nominate a fit person* 
hut whether the Vice-Chancellor, who was the responsible head 
ot the Senate, and exercised supreme authority in the 
University, should not he a person elected bv the Senate, a 
person who would thus command the confidence of that 
learned bodv. Tn fact in all deliberative bodies, the 
president was an elected person, and the members of the 
Senate, all educated and enlightened persons, would compare 
verv favourably with the members of anv other deliberative 
bodv which exercised the privilege of electing its own 
Chairman. And this was not without precedent. In some 
of the newer Indian Universities they elected their Vice- 
Chancellors. Tn the nresent age of democracy an elected 
Vice-Chancellor was the only fit person to guide the delibera- 
tions of the Senate. 

Mr, S. M. Hafeez opposed the motion. The idea of 
having an elected Vice-Chancellor was a new one. and had 
not been adopted by anr of the older Universities in India. 
The system of election would inevitably lead to canvassing 
with all its concomitant evils. 

Mr. TIawal Kishore Prasad mined issue with Mr, S. M, 
Wafeez who seemed to imply that nomination bv Government 
^Oiild in all cases give th*m the best possible Vice-Chancellor. 
The system of nomination was not free from its own evils. 

« ^Mfsshwar Prasad said that i%e question reallv was 
whether they had reached^ the stags when for the future 
government of the University, it was necessary for them* to 
wve their own elected Vice-Chancellor. He asserted that such 
a time had arrived. Did they not went to eome in Una with 
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tlie other advanced institutions of tlie world which practically 
had all adopted the principle of election? Even in this country 
the Government had recognised the capacity of local bodies, 
like District Boards aud Municipalities to elect their own 
chairmen and their executive heads. Anc^ surely nobody 
could contend that the Senators possessed lower qualifications 
than the members of District Boards or Municipalities or 
even - members of the Legislative Council. The Senate 
represented the cream of provincial intellect and it could 
safely he trusted to elect a fit person as its Vice-Chancellor. 
The Local Government, it was said, was guided by the be*t 
of intentions and chose the be«t man but the Senate was also 
inspired with the same motive and surely it could wisely 
exercise ihs choice. As matters stood the University remained 
a most backward institution in the country and it was high 
time that they asserted their self-respect and refused to accept 
n chairman imposed from without. 

Rai Bahadur Dwarka Hath referred to the Presidents of 
the United States of America and of the French Republic 
who were elected persons. He added that Sir Sultan Ahmed 
would have commanded greater respect and confidence if he 
had been elected by the Senate to his present office. ThoA' 
must come in lino with tlie tendency manifested in recently 
created Universities. 

Sir Svpd Ali Tmam further supported the motion. , It 
was highly desirable that the Vice-Chancellor who was the 
,' k hief executive head of the University — the Chancellor being 
reallv more or less of an abstraction — who had to guide and 
control the affairs of the University with the help of the 
Senate and the Syndicate should he n person elected bv 
the University, a general who would inspire confidence and 
who would carry every soldier with him. He did not over- 
look the fact that a Vice-Chancellor nominated bv the 
Government would perhaps exercise greater influence with 
the Government, hut that was not all that was needed in a 
Vice-Chancellor. The present-dav tendency was for Govern- 
ments to seek the co-ooeratiou of the people and surelv a 
Vice-Chancellor elected bv the Senate, and enfoying the 
unstinted support of the Fellows could wield a powerful 
Influence with Government. The election should he made 
by the Senate, without its choice bring hampered bv a panel 
nominated. bv tbe Syndicate. 

Mr, E. ^A. Horne was opposed to the introduction of the 
’Whicrple df "election. The present system of nomination was 
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the best one and had worked quite satisfactorily. The Local 
Government had chosen the fittest persons. The analogy of 
a District Board or the Council could not be applied to the 
case of a University. The University was an academic body 
and it should he organised on that line. There was no 
popular or public side in it. Even in Great Britain, although 
some Universities*' had their elected Vice-Chancellors, who 
were elected from heads of colleges or persons of academic 
distinctions, still in many others they were nominated. In 
this country the principle of election could not work satis- 
factorily and the Local Government could be trusted to 
nominate the fittest person as Vice-Chancellor. 

Mr. Devaki Prasad Sintra opposed both the amendment 
and the report of the Committee on this provision of the 
amending bill. TTe thought that the bill was tbe best 
compromise between the conflicting views, and of the suspicion 
which the educationist had of the layman and vice versa. 

"Kumar Shanti Shekhareshwar Bai replied. 

The motion, for the purposes of voting was divided into 
parts : — 

(a) whether the principle of election should be 
introduced : 

(h) if so, should the amendment be accepted. 

Votes were taken and the proposition that the principle 
of election he introduced was lost by 20 voting for and 38 
against it.

As the principle of •election was not to be introduced { b ) was 
not put to the vote. 

3. Kumar Shanti Shekhareshwai liai moved that in 
Section 7 of the amending bill provision should be made that 
the present proportion of Orissa members should be retained, 
lie said this was necessary as it was proposed to increase tue 
total number of bellows. 

The proposition was seconded by Mr. M. M. Senapati 
and when put to the vote was carried netn con . 

It was theieaitei agreed that the Committee’s leport 
should be modified accordingly. 

4. Mr. B. C. Sinka moved that sub-section {j) of Section 
b of the amending bill be left out. 

lie said that the statement in the preamble of the Bill 
that the Patna University was a mere examining body, and 
that it exercised no sort of control over teaching in the 
colleges, was not accurate. The Patna University was not a 
mere examining body; it exercised every necessary control 
over teaching m the colleges, it prescribed the subjects to be 
taught, the courses of study, anu text-books, determined the 
number and qualifications of the teachers, the number of 
lectures, and even their duration. The control which the 
University exercises under the existing Act and Regulations 
is sufficient, and it is not at all necessary nor desirable to 
extend this control. The present Bill if passed into law 
would place the external colleges at a disadvantage, without 
there being any advantage to compensate it. At present an 
•external college approaches Government for aid and gets it, 
but it is proposed that it shall apply to the University first, 
and whether the aid will be granted or not or what amount 
of aid will be granted will depend upon the recor imendations 
of the University. It cannot be that the University will 
recommend the grant in every case for to control is to check. 
Besides, the external colleges are not well represented on the 
Senate or on the Syndicate, even under the existing law. 
Under the proposed Act their condition will not be improved 
and may become worse. The external colleges will be very 
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poorly represented or not represented at all. The speaker 
could appreciate to a certain extent the intention of the framer 
of the Bill, if the control had got to be exercised by the 
University in special cases only. It is,, however, proposed 
that the power shall be exercised in all cases. For the 
reasons stated above he honestly believed that provision of 
the bill was not necessary, and if it passes into Law it would 
hamper the free, healthy development of the external colleges 
and will frustrate the object of furthering the progress of 
education in this province. 

Mr. P. 0. Whitlock seconded the motion. He said that 
even the provision in the Committee's report would not be a 
sufficient safeguard. 

Mr. S. M. Hafeez said that the Committee had suggested 
certain modifications with tin* sole object of helping the 
external colleges. Applications for aid when supported with 
the recommendations of the University would have better 
chances of being favourably considered by Government. 

Mr. Iv. S. Ghosh did not see any necessity for disturbing 
the existing financial relations of the external colleges with 
the Government. 

Bai Bahadur I) war K a Nath said that he belonged to an 
external college and was quite jealous of the independence 
which the external colleges should enjoy. But he felt sure 
that in the provision as modified by the Senate there was 
absolutely no apprehension of any external college suffering. 

Mr. Bakieva Sahay said that he had often heard 
of complaints* made by the T. N. J . and B. N. Colleges that 
they did not receive sufficient support from the Government. 
The idea underlying the provision in the bill was to bring* 
the external colleges into closer ami more intimate contact 
with the University, with a view to enable the latter to take 
greater interest in the external colleges. For the purposes 
of the internal colleges the University would get a lump grant 
from Government and there would bo no competition in * 
respect of the financial assistance asked for from Government 
between the internal and the external colleges. 

Mr. T. C. Orgill said that it had been argued that the 
external colleges need not anticipate that sub-section (;) would 
adversely affect their interests; that the University had 
supported the interests of the external colleges in the past 
and there was no reason why the University should not 
similarly support them in the future. In reply to this 
argument, it must be pointed out that, if the bill in its 
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proposed form were passed, the future position would differ 
considerably from the present; that the Syndicate would then 
stand in a particularly intimate relationship to the internal 
colleges, and that ki consequence the external colleges, while 
gratefully acknowledging the help which they had always 
received from the Syndicate, apprehended that, if any conflict 
occurred between# the interests of the external and of the 
internal colleges, the interests of the external colleges would 
have to give way. Unless therefore some special provision, 
£.//•, in the form of an affiliating University, were made, 
sub-section ( j ) should be omitted. 

Mi. 13. C 1 . Sinlia in his reply stated* that it was true that 
.in application for aid when supported by the recommenda- 
tion of the University would carry greater weight with the 
Uo\ eminent hut then w ,in no guarantee that the University 
would lend its support in all cases. The external colleges 
would not be represented on the Senate;, and the Syndicate, 
and their interests may not be well eared lor. Bven in the 
present Syndicate the T.N.J . College, which is a first grade 
college, was not represented, and had remained unrepresented 
tor several years. The Hazari bag'll college, another first 
grade college, also had no representative on the Syndicate. 
I he internal colleges w ould be more largely represented in the 
University and naturally t ho interests of those colleges would 
engage greater attention of the University than those of the 
external colleges. These interests could certainly be properly 
looked after in the council b\ a capable patron of the external 
colleges but other voices would often predominate there. To 
i lie objection that the external colleges like the T. N. 4. 
College, and the B. X. College complained that they were not 
-ranted sufficient aid h\ the Government and ’ that this 
provision in the Bill was calculated to remove the cause of such 
complaint, he said that Government had generously treated 

j V, ( o,,e " e and i(s development had been due to 
funds liberal! v supplied to the college by the Government to 
whom the gratitude of the college was due. 

The motion was pat to the vote and carried 1>\ 40 votes 
to 11. 


Mr. X. (\ Hanerji moved that 
Section 14 of the amending bill the word 
substituted for the word “ Syndicate M

Mr. Artaballabh Mahanfi seconded the motion, which 
when put to the vote was declared lost, 6 voting for 'and 
against it.

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6. Mr. Baldeva Sahay moved that in the new Section 12 
which the Senate Committee had recommended for insertion 
in the Bill, the words “ in the case of a Professorship or 
Readership 99 be inserted after the words 48 the Syndicate 
shall / 9 in the fourth line, lie said that a similar reference 
to the Chancellor was provided for in the Acts of some recent 
Indian Universities, but that in those Universities a distinc- 
tion was made between the higher and the lower appointments, 
and he only wanted to follow those provisions strictly. 

Mr. Shiveshwar l)ayal seconded the motion. 

Mr. G. E. Eawcps said that he had not intended to speak 
on the amendment but as the Vice-Chancellor asked for lus 
view, he would express it. He could see no objection to the 
principle that in the case of minor appointments the Syndicate 
should be the final appointing authority. At present, however, 
in the Government colleges the lecturers became Professors 
almost automatically, so that appointments to lecturerships 
were not really minor appointments. All depended on the 
organisation of the proposed University service. 

After Mr. Baldeva Sahay had replied, the motion was 
put to the vote and dec lared lost, 20 voting for and 25 against 

it. 


7. Mr. S. M. ilal'eez moved that the Senate Committee’s 
report as amended by previous resolutions, be adopted and 
communicated to Government. 

He referred to the history of the efforts made to establish 
a teaching University at Patna, and more particularly to the 
Senate report of 1925, over which the Government seemed to 
have slept for full fourteen months. Then Government 
suddenly woke up and asked the Senate to reconsider their 
recommendations; but the Senate did not take any action on 
that letter. Mr. Baldeva Sahay had introduced the Bill in 
the Council with the avowed intention of forcing the hands 
of Government. The Senate were asked to give their opinion 
on the Bill, and the Committee appointed by the Senaie had 
carefully gone into the provisions of the Bill and had reported, 
suggesting modifications. He did not know whether the idea 
about the establishment of a teaching University at Patna 
would ever materialise, but they should make it clear to 
Government that they wanted one. In that view he suggested 
that the report as amended be adopted and communicated to 
Government. 
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Mr. H. L. Nandkeolyar seconded the motion and said 
that the people wanted a teaching* University and in fact 
had been asking for one for the .last ten years and more. But 
the Government’s ^attitude all this time had been one of 
vacillation. The Committee’s report had carefully considered 
the provisions of the Hill, had pointed out its defects and 
also indicated the directions in which they could be removed. 
TIere was an opportunity given to Government to make up 
its mind, and do something substantial in the matter of 
University reform, which they had been playing with for so 
many years. 

Mr. 15. A. Horne said he thought it tvould be a mistake 
in proceed with the present Bill, not so much because it was 
based on wrong principles as because it was based on a 
confusion of principles, which was such as to rob it of any 
unity of purpose, good or bad. The present Bill so obviously 
lacked any underlying unity that, in his opinion, it needed 
complete re-drafting. Nor could it he said that the criticism 
in detail of the Bill, embodied in the Committee’s report, 
gave them the re-drafting which he had in mind; for what 
was wanted was not modification in detail but recasting as a 
whole. Mr. Horne proceeded to give examples of the 
confusion of principles to which he had referred. A type 
of University which had recently become common in India 
was one which possessed an academic council (or senatus 
academic us) and a court on which the lay public is strongly 
represented. ISTow Mr. Baldeva Sahav proposed to enlarge 
the lay element in their Senate so as to make it correspond, 
more or less, with the University Court elsewhere; and the 
fact that he had, consciously or unconsciously adopted this 
tvpe of University as his model was evident from his making 
tbe Chancellor, instead of the Vice-Chancellor as at present, 
preside over its deliberations. Elsewhere, the Vi ce- Chancellor 
presided over the academic council ; but here there was to he 
no academic council, and the Vice-Chancellor therefore quite 
definitely took a hack seat. Indeed, he was not even an 
ex-officio member of the Senate, as reconstituted by Mr. 
Baldeva Sahay’s Bill. 

Further, that close supervision over the curriculum and 
over teaching, which was exercised in other Universities by 
an academic council, would be entrusted here to the 
Syndicate; which, even as at present constituted, was far 
from being a predominantlv academic body, and would be 
rather less so in future if the Act were amended as Mr. 
Baldeva Sahay proposed. Thus the influence of the teachers, 
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both l u the Senate and in the Syndicate, was to be substan- 
tially diminished without any academic council being created 
to give them control over matters which were after all, their 
primary concern. To take another example it was decided 
in 1925 that, even at Patna, college units should be retained; 
but it was evident that, in drafting his Bill Mr. Baldevn 
Sahay had a very different type of ITniversitv in his mind. 
Tt was not the central teaching University contemplated by 
the Senate in 1925, nor was it the unitary type such as 'Dacca 
and Lucknow (since he did not propose to abolish the college 
units altogether); it was rather a type in which the colleges 
were retained, in name, but were stripped of all authority 
iu favour of an all-powerful Syndicate. It was a type, 
moreover, in which there was clearly intended to he a 
superstructure, as in Calcutta, which was regarded as the 
University proper, ns distinguished from the constituent 

colleges. 

Dealing, first ot all, with this superstructure, Mr. H. A. 
Horne said that, subordinate to (he Syndicate, it was proposed 
to constitute a Central University Hoard, as in ihe 1925 
scheme; and among its other fund inn* this l>od\ was to insti- 
tute, maintain and manage UniversiU hostel*. Now, if this 
meant anything at all, it meant post-graduate hostels; which 
would imply that post-graduate students, both Aits and 
Science, were to lie removed from the jurisdiction of (In* 
colleges and placed under (lie Central University Hoard, a 
change which, lie thought, few would welcome. Again, the 
Central University Hoard was to provide for post-graduate 
instruction by University teachers exclusively, or with 1 lie 
co-operation of members of the teaching staff of the internal 
colleges. Obviously the language employed bore little 
relation to facts. Clearly the post-graduate instruction 
provided in the Patna Law* College or in the Science College 
could not be undertaken except by the colleges concerned : 
and to say that the Central University Board was to provide 
for such teaching with the co-operation of the teaching staff 
of these colleges was a misuse of language. It was certainly 
possible, given the necessary staff and the necessary class- 
rooms, for the Central University Board to provide for post- 
graduate instruction in Arts subjects by University teachers 
exclusively; but was this desired, or had it ever seriously 
been contemplated? Had not Mr. Baldeva Sahay in mind 
(indeed, it w as (dear from a glance at his statement of Objects 
and Bensons that he had) the example of Calcutta University 
where University post-graduate departments (in which teachers 
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of some of the Calcutta colleges 'did to some extent eo-operate) 
were maintained independently of the colleges. Was that the 
type of University they wished to see established here? And 
having* accepted tli^ system of college units, did they desire 
this bifurcation between undergraduate and post-graduate 
teaching? If they did not, then they could not accept a Bill 
in which such a type of University was embodied. Then let 
them look at the way in which the authority of colleges was 
usurped by an all-powerful Syndicate. A strong bias in this 
direction was evident in so many clauses of the Bill that those 
who wished to see the college units retained as the permanent 
framework of the University would lia^e no hesitation in 
rejecting the Bill as a whole, on that Account alone. First 
of all, Ihe Syndicate was to control the collegiate hostels. 
Every one, he said, who knew what a residential college 
was (and most of our colleges in Patna were largely residential) 
knew that the hostel was an integral part of the college, and 
that to transfer control of the hostels to the Syndicate was 
to destroy the college unit, as they know it to-day. Again, 
the Syndicate was to control all matters of education in the 
internal colleges: and the Central University Board was to 
supervise and control the general discipline (whatever 
‘ general 1 discipline might mean) of the students of the 
i titer nal colleges. What, he should like to know, was left to 
the colleges and to the college authorities, including the 
Principal and the Governing Bodies? Certainly no voice 
in appointments to the staff, such as the Governing Bodies 
exercised at present, was to be left to them; and no place was 
found on the Selection Committee for one vitally interested 
in the appointment to be made, riz.. the Principal of the 
college concerned. 

So much for 1 hi* confusion of principles which, in his 
opinion, lobbed the Bill of any unity of purpose. Proceeding 
to what he described a\ as new, and even more dangerous, 
ground, he referred to the total eclipse which the Chancellor, 
the Head of the University, suffered in this Bill. In every 
University with which he was acquainted the last word in the 
making of University appointments lav with the Chancellor. 
Under this Bill he would have no residuary powers of this 
kind whatever ; and since there was nothing to compel the 
Syndicate to accept the recommendation of their expert Selec- 
tion Committee, the last word in every case would lie with 
the Syndicate; and every one who had had any experience in 
such matters would realise to what undesirable influences this 
would expose the members of that body. Not only this; but 
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apparently no sort of protection was to bp given to members 
of the University staff (and this would include, in course of 
time, all teachers in the internal colleges) by way of final 
appeal to the Chancellor in cases of suspension or dismissal. 
In fact, the Chancellor became a mere figure-head; and 
teachers might well view with dismay the complete dis- 
appearance of his authority. 

Concluding, Mr. E. A. Horne said that the present Bill 
represented no carefully thought-out scheme; that it was not 
in conformity with the scheme of 1925; that owing to the 
confusion of thought and language and principles it lacked 
altogether any coherence or unity of purpose; and that for 
all these reasons it was not only undesirable but positively 
dangerous (in the best interests of the University) that it 
should bo proceeded with. If then it was not unwise hut 
dangerous tor the Senate to extend its blessing to the Bill, 
however qualified that blessing might be, he maintained that 
the only wise and prudent course was to damn the Bill, and 
he therefore suggested that Mr. S. M. Hafeez’s motion be 
amended by the addition of the following words “ but that 
in view of the disapproval of the Bill as a whole expressed 
in the Committee’s report it is undesirable that it should be 
proceeded with further.” 

Mr. B. V. Roy seconded Mr. E. A. Horne’s amendment, 
and pointed out if the Bill became law the Mofussil Colleges 
would suffer considerably and the standai'd of teaching in 
them would deteriorate. 

Sir Sved Ali Imam said that Mr. E. A. Horne’s remarks 
would perhaps have been convincing in the Legislative 
Council as according to him the whole of the Bill suffered 
from confusion of thought, principle and language. The 
Bill might have its own defects — defects of drafting, defects of 
arrangement and many other defects and shortcomings. But 
he thought that the Senate would be travelling beyond its 
legitimate scope if it looked into those effects. The Govern- 
ment had asked the opinion of the Senate on the Bill. Wha f 
the Senate therefore had to consider was whether the Bill in 
the form presented by Mr. BaMeva Sabay served the purpose 
of putting forward the educational needs of the province or 
not. Tf it did so, they must communicate it to Government 
with their own opinion thereon. So far as the defects in 
drafting, language, as also the defects with regard to the 
principles of the Bill, etc., were concerned, it was the business 
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ot the Legislative Council to look into and remove them. It 
would be undesirable in the extreme that from a responsible 
body as the Senate, there should go forth a communication 
to the Government# in the spirit suggested by Mr. Horne. 
It would not be dignified and expedient for the Senate to 
pronounce a general denunciation of the Hill. Let not their 
reply to Government appear to be such as might be considered 
both by the Legislative and the public as not words of wisdom 
but mere petuleuce. 

Mr. Devuki Prasad Sinha having asked for and obtained 
permission of the Senate to do so moved that the iollowing 
further words be added at the end of .Mr. E. A. Horne’s 
amendment, r-iz., “ and the Senate further recommend to 
Government to introduce another bill keeping in view the 
report of the Committee.’* 

He said that Mr. E. A. Horne’s criticisms of the Bill 
deserved the serious attention of every member of the Senate. 
While fully appreciating the intention and the motive ot the 
mover in bringing forward the Bill they must, not lose sight of 
the very grave defects in it, for instance, the amendment of 
Section 5, Sub-Section (1) of the Patna University Act, substi- 
tuting the Minister of Education in place of the Governor as 
the Chancellor of the University. This change, he said, would 
not be in the interest of the educational development of the 
province. A Minister, as they all knew, was selected on 
various considerations. Then again not merely the Legislative 
Council, but the Municipal and District Boards as well had 
been made constituencies for election of members to the 
Senate. Why then had the Tillage Panchayats and the 
Communal Sablias been left out, why were not they also given 
representation on the Senate? It was not desirable, he said, 
to introduce politics into the sacred precincts of the Univer- 
sity. The Legislative Council, he was sure, would laugh at 
the proposal to elect five of their representatives to the Senate. 
The proposed Bill to his mind savoured of unjust suspicion 
against the educationists. Tt was the right of educationists, 
first and foremost, to influence the decisions of the Syndicate 
and the Senate. If these educationists were not acquitting 
themselves satisfactorily to-day, they must, not shut out their 
voice from the Syndicate and the Senate for all times to come. 
The Bill thus was unsatisfactory in many ways. Mr. Ilorne’' 
amendment would be very discourteous and improper, it 
did not rest with the Senate at all to reject this Bill. They 
must not lose sight of the fact that the Bill was already there 
before the Legislative Council. The only logical reply to 
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the Government would therefore be in the terms of the 
amendment proposed by him. 

Mr. Bir Chandra Sinha seconded the amendment. 

Mr. E. A. Horne accepted Mr. Sinha’s amendment. 

The Hon’ble Justice Sir Jwala Prasad opposed the amend- 
ment. He said he spoke with a feeling 1 of despair. The 
malady seemed to be chronic and no remedy were likely to 
be effective. He referred to the past history of the efforts 
made for University reform, extending over several years. 
Mr. Baldeva Sahay and his colleagues were responsible for 
ruining the scheme of 1919. The Minister of Education was 
no less responsible for tbe Government raising difficulty after 
difficulty. A compromise was effected in 1925, and even now 
they were not going* to have effect given to that scheme of 
1925. In the bill, however, some effort was made to get a 
teaching University and although he was not enamoured of 
it he would not be satisfied with merely destructive criticism. 
They should not be a party to tbe shelving of the question, 
which in all conscience had been shelved too long. To damn 
tbe bill would be to damn tbeir aspirations. 

JRai Bahadur Dwarka Nath said that the popular party 
in the Senate had always been accused of being destructive 
in their criticism and it was said that they had nothing 
constructive to offer. But Mr. E. A. Horne had done no 
better. It was nothing but a purely destructive criticism that 
he had indulged in. Had any of those belonging to the 
Educationist party ever brought forward any bill or any 
constructive proposal before the Senate!*’ The only attempt 
at construction was made by Mr. G. F. Fawcus but his report 
was never published. A mountain was in labour but it 
produced nothing. He referred to the Semite scheme of 1925 
for which the Vice-Chancellor had worked so hard, but during 
his own tenure of office he had to see his wliole work destroyed 
not by the popular party but the educationist party in the 
Senate. The position w r as deeply embarrassing indeed. Proceed- 
ing he strongly criticised Sir Muhammad Fakhruddin wdiose 
attitude he described as “never complain never explain. ” 
Continuing the speaker said that this University controversy 
was the despair of his life. They had all grown gray in 
this controversy and probably they would go to the grave 
without seeing the fruition of their labours. It did not 
befit the Senate to indulge in mere destructive criticism. 
Time was fast approaching when the Bolshevic element would 
enter and a more democratic Bill would be introduced and 
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none would have the courage to stand in the way of the 
fulfilment of theij aspirations*. He suggested that the Bilt 
should be allowed to go to the Select Committee where the 
whole thing would be thoroughly thrashed out. 

Mr. S. M. Hafeez replied. He said that Mr. E. A. Home 
was late in raising his objections. If he thought that the 
Bill ought to be condemned, he should have come forward with 
those objections in November last when the motion for the 
appointment of a Committee was moved in the Senate. 
Government had asked them to consider.the Bill in detail and 
to formulate their opinion and this they had done at the 
committee stage. Mr. E. A. Home’s was therefore belated 
wisdom and was in line with the dilatory tactics of the 
Government. He appealed to the Teacher element in the 
Council not to stand in the way of the fulfilment of the 
aspirations of the people. 

The amendment was put to the vote and declared carried 
by 41 votes to 24. 

A division was claimed by Messrs. S. N. Sahay, S. K. P. 
Sinha, H. L. Nandkeolyar; Shanti Shekhareshwar Rai, A. K. 
Eoy, Baldeva Sahay and Rai Bahadur Dwarka Nath.

He offered explanations for . all excess of expenditure 
over the Budget Estimates and also showed from the income 
for the Supplementary examinations that the question of 
conducting these examinations on the present system, required 
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careful consideration as the Supplementary examinations 
bade fair to become second annual one irreality. 

Mr. S. M. Hafeez seconded the motion. 

Dr. £. S. Caldwell asked for and vjas supplied with 
details regarding the expenditure under the heading 
“ Opening Ceremony of the Science College.” He said that 
the opening ceremony was a Government and not a University 
function and that therefore the expenditure should not be 
shown in the University accounts in the manner it had been 
done. 

The Vice-Chancellor pointed out that the presentation 
of the address to His Excellency the Viceroy and the opening 
of the Science College was a joint function in which part of 
the expenditure was borne by Government and part by the 
University, and in the University accounts were Bhown only 
such items of expenditure as had been incurred by the 
University. 

The motion was put to the vote and carried mm con. 

9. Mr. S. M. Hafeez moved, on behalf of the Syndicate, 
that the Senate recommend to Government that the follow- 
ing changes be made in the University Regulations: — that 
in line 4 of regulation 3 of Chapter XXXIII of the Regu- 
lations, the word “ and ” before “(d)” be deleted, and in 
line 5 after the word " examination ” the following be 
added : — “ and (e) of having received regular instruction in 
the practice of oral English.”

He referred to Government letter on the subject and to 
the suggestions made by the inspectors who had conducted 
ithe inspection of the Prince of Wales Medical College on 
behalf of the General Medical Council, and pointed out that 
the change would not involve any additional burden, and 
would bring the regulations for the I. Sc.

After some discussion in which Messrs. Nageshwar Prasad, 
A. K. Ray, S. N. Sahay, IT. C. Banerji, H. L. Nandkeolyar, 
E. A. Horne, W. V. Duke, Sir Jwala Prasad and Major 
R. R. M. Porter took part, the motion was put’ to the vote and 
carried nem eon .

to pass or to present himself for examination 
shall not be entitled to a refund of the 
fee.” 

He explained that the necessity for the proposed amend- 
ments had arisen because of doubts entertained about the 
proper interpretation of the words “ sent up ” in regulation 
11, Chapter XXIV of the University Regulations, the ex- 
pression being interpreted in different ways. The doubt 
would now be removed, and the amendment would mitigate 
any hardships which students doubtful about appearing at 
the examinations might be experiencing at present. 

Mr. S. Sen seconded the motion which was put to the 
vote and carried nem con. 

11. Mr. S. M. Hafeez moved, on behalf of the Syndicate, 
that the Senate recommend to Government “ that the full 
stop at the end of the first sentence of regulation 5 of Chap- 
ter XXV of the University Regulations, be deleted and the 
following be added: — 

“ provided that in the case of candidates who have 
served as teachers or inspecting officers, after hav- 
ing failed at a University examination as regular 
College students, the period of service qualifying 
for permission to appear as uon-collegiate students 
shall be twelve months.” 

He referred 1 to the discussion that had taken place at 
the last meeting of the Senate when the matter was referred 
back to the Syndicate. The Syndicate had appointed a < 'oin- 
mittee which had carefully gone into the whole question, and 
the motion represented the recommendation of that Committee 
which had also the full support of tne Syndicate. 

Mr. Nawal Eishore Prasad seconded the motion which 
was put to the vote and carried nem con. 

12. Mr. L. E. Ghosh moved, on behalf of tire Syndi- 
cate, that the Senate recommend to Government that the 
words “ before the commencement of the academic year ” 
alter the word “ June ” in regulation 1 of Chapters XXVIII, 
XXIX» XXX, XXXIII and XXXI V of tb,e University Regu- 
lations be deleted. 

He pointed out that the change was a purely formal 
one, as the Syndicate had now, under regulation 40, Chapter 
XXII of the Regulations, altered, the , limits of the tea- 
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demical year to begin on June 1, in on# year and end on 
May 31, in the next year. 

Mr. B. C. Sinjia seconded’the motion which was put to 
the vote and carried nem con. 

13. Mr. S. M. Hafeez moved, on behalf of the Syndicate, 
that the Senate recommend to Government that the follow-

(<*) That in sub-paragraph (i) of regulation 16 of 
Chapter XLI-H, the following words be de- 
leted : — “ Pharmacology and Therapeutics.” 

lie pointed out that the necessity for this change had 
been felt because at present Pharmacology and Therapeutics 
forming, as they did, only a part of a paper did not receive 
the attention that their importance deserved. The amend- 
ment had the full support of the Jbacuity of Medicine and, 
if adopted, would bring our examinations in (line with those 
of the other Universities. 

C&pt. P. B. Mukherji seconded the motion which was 
put to the vote and carried nem con .

Economics (Intermediate Course) and Logic 
respectively.” 
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16. Mr. B. 0. Sinha moved that the Senate recommend 
to Government that in regulation i of Chapter IV of the 
University Regulations, the • word “ and ” after “ (5) 
Engineering ” be 4eft out and after “ (6) Medicine 99 the 
words “ and (7) Agriculture 99 be inserted. 

lie said that # he could not conceive of a more useful 
channel in which the activities of the University could be 
extended, for Agriculture occupied at least three-fourths of 
the life of the people. The Royal Commission on Agriculture, 
whose report had now been published, had definitely recom- 
mended that an agricultural college should be established in 
this province, and it was for the Uhiversity to make a 
beginning at once by creating a i 1 acuity of Agriculture, which 
would function like its other Faculties. 

Mr. K. S. Ghosh seconded the motion which was put to 
the vote and carried nem con . 

17. Mr. 13. C. Sinha moved that the Senate recommend 
to Government that an Agricultural College teaching up to 
the degree standard be established and affiliated to the 
University at an early date. 

lie said mat the Senate naving aeceptea his previous 
resolution about the creation of a Faculty of Agriculture 
there was not needed much argument for the acceptance of 
this resolution also, particularly as the Royal Commission on 
Agriculture had made a definite recommendation on the 
subject, and he believed that no stronger support for his 
proposition would be possible. The graduates whom this 
college would turn out would spread over the entire province 
and help the poor peasant and the labourer to produce two 
blades of corn in place of one and have the satisfaction of 
scattering “ plenty over a smiling land.” 

Mr. P. K. Parija seconded the motion. 

Dr. K. S, Caldwell pointed out that the first necessity 
was the carrying out of agricultural research. It had been 
so all over the world. He therefore opposed the motion. 

Mr. R. C. Pandit also opposed the motion. He said 
that the college would benefit only the teachers employed for 
whom it would provide safe berths. 

Sir Courtney Terrell also opposed the motion. He felt 
that it was more important to carry out research and to spread 
the knowledge thus acquired among the ryots. The students; 
Who would join the Agricultural College would not be drawn 
frofii the real class of cultivators who therefore would nbt 
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benefit by the establishment of the college; and those who 
would receive the education would not become agriculturists. 

Messrs. I). N. Sen, Nageshwar Prasad, Nawal Kishore 
Prasad and Dr* S. 0. Sarkar supported the motion. They 
pointed out they did not object to research being carried on 
side by side with the imparting of instruction in the theory , 
technique and practice of agriculture. The instruction 
imparted in the college would help the advancement of 
agriculture, and the college itself would certainly provide 
more general facilities than a research institute. The question 
of the unemployment of the educated middle classes was, as 
everywhere else, assuming large and serious proportions, and 
many an educated young man now, only if he had the 
opportunity, would fall back upon the land. The University 
which must concern itself with the larger life of the people 
should take a lead in making agriculture interesting. 

Mr. B. C. Sinha replied. lie said tiiat in view of the 
strong recommendation of the Agricultural Commission he 
could not conceive that there could be any opposition to the 
proposal. It was true that past efforts to educate the peasants 
had failed, blit this was due more to the defective system 
adopted and to the defective agency employed — either 
foreigners or Indians trained in foreign countries, who lacked 
familiarity with Indian conditions. It was necessary to 
easternise western agricultural science and this could best be 
done at the college. Besides, they should not forget that 
even in a country like England — which is not an agricultural 
.country like India — -Universities have their Faculties of 
Agriculture and in some countries the services of technologists 
and scientists have been rendered easily available to the poor 
cultivators of the soil to the immense benefit of the latter. 
Such a service, he was sure, would be rendered by the 
graduates turned out by the college. 

The motion was put to the vote and carried by 44 votes 
to 7. 

18. (a) Mr. B. C. Sinha moved that a Committee 

consisting of seven members be appointed to make an enquiry 
University Regulations: — 

into and report before the next annual meeting of the Senate 
on the working of the Regulations in connection with the 
Supplementary examinations. 

The Supplementary examinations had, he said, created 
a complex situation, which required careful investigation. 
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The object of the resolution was that a careful enquiry should 
be made. 

Hr. I). N. Sen seconded the motion which was put to the 
vote and earned nefin con. 

( b ) The following names were proposed for election to the 
Committee: — Messrs. E. A. Homo, W. W. T. Moore, D. N. 
Sen, S. Sen, T. 0! Orgill, Shiveshwar Dayal, S. M. Hafeez, 
W. V. Duke, Rev. G. C. P. Stevenson, Rai Bahadur Dwarka 
Nath and Sir Jwala Prasad. Votes were taken and the 
following were declared duly elected: — Messrs. (1) E. A.

21. Mr. S. Sen moved that the Senate recommend to

He pointed out that in mental development Music played 
a very important part. Music had been recognised as a 
subject of examination by a number of foreign and Indian 
Universities. He also referred to the fact that the question 
had been very carefully considered by the Faculty of Arts 
and adopted by a large majority. The apprehension enter- 
tained by some that the standard of the Matriculation Exami- 
nation would be' lowered was baseless. Nor would there be 
any lack of suitable teachers. 

Miss S. B. Das seconded. 

Mr. E. A. Home opposed the motion. He suggested 
that Music should he made an optional subject, for that, he 
considered, would give a distinct encouragement and would 
also serve the purpose of those wno were interested in Music. 

A discussion followed in which Messrs. S. Dayal, N. K. 
Prasad, S. 3ST. Sahay and Sir Jwala Prasad took part. 

Rai Saheb Baghubir Prasad replied. 

The motion was put to the vote and carried by 35 votes

Several instances have occurred and are still occurring

This incurs 
a considerable loss to Government (the copl of each kit is 
approximately Rs. 60). 

To remedy Ibis, may T surest that the following pro- 
cedure be adopied in all colleges of the University: — 

Before granting Transfer or College-Leaving Certificates, 
or sending a siudent up for any University Examination, 
College Principals should, in the case of a student serving 
in the P.U.T.C., obtain a certificate from the Adjutant, 
7th (Patna) Coy., University Training* Corps, to the effect 
that all his kit has been returned and that there is no money 
or Corps or Government proper! v outstanding against him. 

If this suggestion is not practicable, the alternative 
would be to require every student on joining this Corps to 
deposit as security the sum of Rs. 20, which would be re- 
funded on the return of his kit complete, on his leaving the 
Corps. This method is in existence in the 2nd (Calcutta) Bn., 
TT.T.C., and is working successfully, but I doubt whether it 
would be popular here, and might interfere with recruit- 
ment.

Report of the Committee appointed by the Syndicate to report 
on the Resolution of Mr. Baldev Sahay regarding pro- 
vision of financial facilities for post-graduate teaching 
in the Vernaculars . (See Item 17, Senate Minutes, 
November 24, 1927. See Item 283, Syndicate Minutes, 
February 1, 1928.) 

The Committee held two meetings — one on the 6th .August, 
1928, and the other on the 5th October, 1928. The first 
meeting at which only Messrs. Batheja and Home were 
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present adjourned for want of sufficient attendance after 
considering the note prepared by Mr. Batheja. The second 
meeting which was attended by Messrs. Batheja, Horne, 
Bai Bahadur Dwarkanath and Hafeez, cajne to the following 
conclusions : — * 

The Committee is of unanimous opinion that in view of 
the intrinsic merits of the object of Mr. Baidev Sahay’s resolu- 
tion — the Senate direct the Syndicate to make an application 
to Government for grant-in-aid to enable the University to 
provide for post-graduate teaching in Hindi and Urdu, and 
requests his Excellency the Chancellor to press the same 
before the Local Government — the strength of public opinion 
on the subject, the" express provision made by the Patna 
University in Begulation No. 21* of Chapter III for this 
purpose at its very inception and the undesirability of en- 
couraging the present practice of permitting candidates to 
appear for examinations in the Vernaculars without having 
pursued a regular course of study at a recognised institution 
which in the absence of facilities for teaching vernaculars 
seems to be inevitable, the provision of those facilities should 
no longer be delayed. The Committee therefore recommends 
that the Syndicate should carry out the Senate’s resolution, 
by applying to Government for a grant to enable it to start 
post-graduate teaching in the vernaculars. The Committee 
is of opinion that the teaching may well be conducted by 
University lecturers of high qualifications in the philology 
and literature of the languages concerned, but since the 
University has at present no accommodation and library 
facilities for teaching purposes, it will be convenient if the 
University lecturers are attached to affiliated Colleges, those 
in Hindi and Urdu at the Patna College and the lecturers 
in Oriya at the Bavenshaw College at Cuttack. This arrange- 
ment has the merit of securing the co-operation of the Persian 
and Sanskrit staff at these Colleges which is referred to in 
the note of Mr. Batheja attached herewith. The carrying 
out of the full programme contemplated by the resolution 
necessarily depends on the amount of grant given by Govern- 
ment for the purpose. As it is however quite possible that 
the grant may not be adequate for imparting teaching in all 


*21. With a view to encourage research in vernacular literature and

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the four languages mentioned, the Committee has not felt it 
necessary at this stage to go into details about the provision 
for teaching Bengali, specially, when there is no demand for 
it in this province, and its claim receives adequate attention 
from a sister university. 

While supporting wholeheartedly the object of the resolu- 
tion, the Committee however feels that no great progress 
in the teaching of vernaculars at the post-graduate stage 
can take place, unless proper foundations are laid for it at 
the I. A. and B.A. stages. At present there is no provision 
in the province for teaching any of the vernaculars as prin- 
cipal subject except for I. A. Urdu at the* Patna College and 
the University is reduced to the melttacholy necessity of 
permitting candidates to appear for the I. A. and B.A. examina- 
tions in them, without their having gone through a regular 
course of instruction. In view of our ideal to approximate 
to a teaching university, this is undesirable from more than 
one point of view. Nor is the teaching of vernaculars as 
compulsory subjects in anything like a satisfactory condition. 
The number of students offering vernaculars as principal 
subjects for the Matriculation and subsequent examinations 
is growing speedily, notably in Hindi; its total figure for 
the annual and supplementary Matriculation examinations in 
1928 being not less than 378. Unless we take some steps 
to teach this increasing array of vernacular enthusiasts, the 
Principals will be flooded with applications for exemptions 
from lectures and the University will become an examining 
body in the worst possible sense, i.e., it will examine in 
certain subjects without there being any college to teach 
them. The Committee understood from the Principal of 
Patna College that he had to deal with a large number of 
such applications, and that he had repeatedly addressed 
Government, beginning from 1923, on the necessity of impart- 
ing instruction in Hindi and Urdu up to the B.A. standard 
but without any success. As Hindi and Urdu are alternat- 
ives to Sanskrit and Persian and as the existing staff in these 
subjects can to some extent be diverted to the teaching of 
the vernaculars should they gain at the expense of the classic- 
al languages, it is estimated that the additional cost of teach- 
ing of the vernaculars will not be very great. The Committee 
therefore recommends that while making an application for 
grant for post-graduate instruction in the vernaculars, the 
Syndicate should also stress the necessity of Government 
providing facilities for undergraduate instruction in those 
languages. 

The Committee incidentally notes, though it does not 
strictly fall within the terms of its reference, that the cultural 
value of and d expand for post-graduate instruction in Arabic 
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is much greater than that far similar teaching in Urdu, and 
feels that should Government for want of funds be compelled 
to make a choice between the. two, the preference should be 
'given to M.A. Arabic. If M.A. classes ip Arabic are start- 
ed, the Committee takes for granted that like other M.A. 
classes in Classics, they will be attached to the Patna College.

NOTE. 

I regret owing to illness and the intervention of the long 
vacation I have not been able to convene a meeting of the 
committee earlier, but I have utilised the interval in putting 
myself in communication with those interested in the develop- 
ment of the vernaculars in this province and getting their 
opinion as to the best means for carrying out the object of 
the resolution. Members of the committee would perhaps 
like to know the result of these conversations which may serve 
as a basis for discussing the matter in committee. I have 
had the benefit of the views of the Vice-Chancellor, the Re- 
gistrar, Messrs. Baldev Sahay (the mover of the resolution), 
Sarangdhar Sinha, Atul Krishna Roy amongst the Senators 
and some members of the Bengalee, Hindi, Oriya and Urdu 
boards of studies like Principal Mitra, Mr. N. C. *Banerji, 
Pandit Ramavatar Sharma, Pandit Ishwari Dutt Daurga 
Datti, Pt. Kashinath Das, Pt. Artaballabh Mohanty, Mr. Girja 
Shanker Ray, Dr. Azimuddin Ahmad, Prof. Ali Hassan and 
others, and it seem a to be pretty generally agreed that it 
would be futile to approach Government for financial assist- 
ance unless a carefully proposed scheme having behind it 
the moral and material support of the University and the 
public were placed before it, so that it may not have to 
shoulder the entire burden of the proposal — competent mem r 
bers of the vernacular boards have assured me that one whole- 
time lecturer with a fixed maximum salary of Rs. 250 per 
month assisted by two or three honorary lecturers will be 
able to do justice to the M.A. Course in each vernacular, so 
that provided the necessary honorary assistance is forthcom- 
ing the whole proposal should not cost more than Rs. 1,000 
per month in the shape of salaries. If the University were 
to contribute half this amount, and in view of its well-known 
ambition to develop into a teaching university it is not open 
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to us to anticipate any objection to tbe suggestion in prin- 
ciple, it may not be difficult to persuade the Government to 
contribute the other half. I undei stand from the Registrar, 
that the funds of t4ie University would permit a contribution 
for a purpose which has been considered so important as to 
be specially mentioned in the University Regulations, No. 21 
•of Chapter 3 which runs as follows : — 

“ With a view to encourage research in Vernacular litera- 
ture and languages and foster their growth, the Syndicate 
may, with the sanction of the Senate, provide grants, prizes 
or scholarships for (a) critical editions of early vernacular 
texts; (b) historical investigations of tjie origins of verna- 
cular literatures and their early development ; (c) philologic- 
al investigations of Indian Vernaculars and their dialects.” 
As regards honorary assistance I have been authoiised by 
Dr. Azimuddm and his colleagues in the Urdu Board to 
communicafe to the Committee their desire to co-operate in 
making the scheme a success, provided a beginning were made 
in appointing a wholetime lecturer on the emoluments propos- 
ed. 

I have received similar offers from the Oriya professors 
of the Ravenshaw College, notably Mr. Artaballabh Mohantv, 
who I believe examines the Civil Service papers in Oriya, 
Girja Shanker Roy and others. Prof. Parija, who is the 
life and soul of the Utkal Sahitya Sangha, may also be expect- 
ed to help. Messrs. Baldev Sahay, Sarangdhar Sinha and 
Atul Krishna Roy — the chief sponsors of the resolution m% 
the Senate — promised to suggest the names of likely lectur- 
ers in the Vernaculars in which they are interested, viz .- — 
Hindi anTl Bengali. They have not yet fulfilled their promise 
so far: but I expect in tbe case of these languages, which 
have so many devoted admirers, similar assistance will be 
forthcoming. The Hindi professor of the B.N. College will 
no doubt be helpful in this connection. If not, a beginning 
may be made with the other languages. It has been suggest- 
ed that the University should be directly responsible for the 
post-graduate teaching in the Vernaculars since it is called 
upon to find half the funds required. Undergraduate teach- 
ing in the Vernaculars, which is in a bad condition at present, 
would materially improve if these post-graduate lecturers were 
attached to some selected colleges. Such colleges would 
necessarily provide the accommodation and the library faci- 
lities. In the case of Oriya, no doubt the Ravenshaw College 
will have to be selected for the purpose. Patna, College is 
the most suitable centre for Urdu. It is a question for con- 
sideration whether Bhagalpur would not be the best centre 
for post-graduate teaching in Bengali and the B. N. College 

F„ ll 
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and the G. B. B. College in Hindi, but a large consensus of 
opinion favours the concentration of post-graduate leaching 
in both these languages at the Patna College.

— The staff consists, at present, of a 
Professor of Economics (Professor T. N. Bose); and it will 
be necessary to appoint a Lecturer, in addition. This the 
college is in a position to do; since, according to the present 
financial arrangements sanctioned by Government, the col- 
lege is permitted to utilise part of the income derived from 
endowments (viz., Bs. 10,500 out of a total of Bs. 18,400) 
for purposes, such as the inclusion of new subjects in the 
curriculum, approved by the Governing Body. With the 
resources thus placed at their disposal, the college authorities 
have appointed a third Lecturer in History in connection with 
the opening of Honours classes in that subject, and a 
Lecturer in Hindi, with a view to the admission of the 
college in I. A. Hindi as a principal subject; and they have 
still sufficient funds at their disposal to appoint a Lecturer 
in Economics. Two teachers should be able to manage the 
work. It is difficult to say how many students will take up 
Economics at the I. A. stage; but assuming that there are 
at least half as many students as now take up Logic, we

3. I am inclined to recommend that Eoonowoa at tb® 
I.A. stage should be regarded as an alternative to Logic, 
and that the following combinations only should be allowed, 
viz*. Classics (or Principal Hindi), History and Economics; 
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Classics (or Principal Hindi)/ Mathematics and Economics; 
History, Mathematics and Economics, 

4. ACCOMMODATION.— Sufficient class-room accom- 
modation is available. A lecture-room, accommodating 126 
students, is available for I. A. lectures in Economics; and 
there is ample accommodation for tutorial classes. 

5. LIBRARY. — The college possesses quite a fair 
collection of books in Economics and Political Science. It 
will be necessary to add a number of elementary text-books 
dealing with such subjects as descriptive Economics, Com- 
mercial geography, public administration and civics. I have 
recommended the Principal to place himself in touch with 
Mr. H. R. Bathe ja, who framed the new course, for guidance 
as to the kind of books required. A sum of Rs. 200 should 
be sufficient for the purpose. 

6. I recommend that the application in question should 
be granted on condition that a Lecturer in Economics is 
.appointed, with effect from the beginning of next session, 
and that a grant of Rs. 200 is included in next year’s budget 
for making the necessary additions to the library.

The 
Lecturer in Hindi is an M.A, (Hindi 1st Class 1st Cal.) and 
is a premising Behari scholar of the .subject. There is 
already a good collection of Hindi books and connected 
literature in the library and they will spend Rs. 51) to fts. 60 
p.a. on the Hindi Section and are ready to undergo any other 
reasonable expense in connection with Hindi teaching. 

Tinder these circumstances I beg to recommend the appli- 
cation of the college for permission to teach Hindi as 
principal subject up to I. A. and send up candidates to the 
University for examination in the same.

Ref:— Your D.O. No. 1389 of 25th January, 1929. 

The reasons given in the report of the Board of Studies 
held on November LOth, 1928, are merely a sufficiently full 
explanation of the desirability of including an examination 
in Pharmacology and Therapeutics in Part 1 of the Final 
M.B.B.S. The term “ Pharmacology ’* is loosely applied by 
many Universities. Lucknow for example has no separale 
examination in this subject, but Pharmacological action of 
drugs is included in Materia Medico and Pharmacy in the 
1st M.B.B.S. (equivalent to our 2nd M.B.B.S.) whilst 
Theiapeutics is taught under Medic me in the final years and 
included in the examination in Medicine in both papers. In 
Calcutta “ Pharmacology ” includes Materia Medica and 
Pharmacy with the Pharmacological action, and the examina- 
tion is held as part of the 1st M.B.B.S. (equivalent to our 
2nd M.B.B.S.), whilst “ Therapeutics ” is included under 
Medicine, Part I of the Final M.B. It is desirable that this 
University should adopt an up-to-date examination and 
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completely separate a junior subject such as Materia Mediea 
and Pharmacy, from senior ’ subjects, which can only be 
appreciated by students studying senior subjects in their 
clinical years, i.e., 4th, 5th and 6th years, such as Pharma- 
cology and Therapeutics. These subjects are taught in the 
senior years and included in Medicine, Paper 11, but as there 
are so many subjects under “ Medicine ” to be examined in, 
it is not generally possible to set more than one question. This 
the Hoard considers insuiiicient for the reasons given and 
therefore recommend a separate paper anal oral to he added 
to Part 1 of the Final M. 13. IPS. This will then make this 
University M. 13. 13. S. up-to-date and similar to the M.IU 
of Cambridge University.

Sir, 

I have the honour to address you on the subject of re- 
search work in Science in this University, 
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Under the existing regulations it is not possible for 
students to spend any time in gaining experience of the 
methods of scientific research*.* 

This havS long been recognised by me but, until the New 
Laboratories were constructed, the matter was not of prac- 
tical importance as, even though the regulations permitted, 
it could not have been carried out in practice owing to lack 
of facilities for doing research except to a very limited ex- 
tent. 


When the new* laboratories were nearing completion it was 
recognised that the time had come for taking up this matter 
and definite proposals for altering the regulations for the 
M.Sc. Examination were formulated and received the sanc- 
tion of the Board of Studies in Chemistry and the Faculty 
of Science. These proposals were not acceptable to the 
Syndicate. 1 am not aware of the grounds on which the 
Syndicate based their opinion, nor do I know whether any 
reasons were given to the Faculty for the non-acceptance of 
these proposals. I wish to bring the matter forward again 
and in consultation with some of the members ot the stall 
of this college I have drawn up proposals for altering the 
regulations which, though differing from those to which 
reference has been made, have the same general object in 
view. 

A very considerable and varied amount of research work 
is now being carried out in this college, but it is entirely 
confined to members of the staff. It is greatly to be regretted 
that owing to the regulations it is not possible for students 
to take part in this work. 

At present an M.Sc. candidate is required to take a 
theoretical and practical paper in each of the three main 
branches of his subject and more specialised theoretical and 
practical examinations in one particular batch. He is allowed 
to offer a piece of research work in place of the theoretical 
and practical examinations on the special branch. In practice 
it is found that a student who has to prepare for theoretical 
and practical! examinations in the three main branches of his 
subject cannot give that undivided attention to research which 
such work requires. 

A candidate who has taken a 1st or 2nd class Honours in 
ifhe B.Sc. Examination should, after one years further study 
of the general branches of his subject, be in a position to

benefit by a specialised study of a certain particular branch. 
The best way to specialise in Science is to take part in original 
investigations. # 

It is suggested therefore that 1st and 2nd class Honours 
Graduates proceeding to the M.Sc. degree should be allowed 
to take their examination in two parts, viz . : — 

(a) A preliminary examination comprising theoretical and 
practical papers in the main branches of their subject taken 
not earlier than at the end of the first post-graduate year of 
study. 

(b) A final examination, taken not earlier than one year 
after the preliminary examination, and consisting of theore- 
tical and practical papers in some particular branch of the 
subject. 

Instead of the theoretical and practical examination in 
the Final Examination, selected candidates will be permitted 
to submit a thesis. In addition to the thesis such candidates 
will have to take a written examination on the subject of the 
thesis and, if considered necessary, an oral examination. 

For candidates who have taken a pass B.Sc. degree the 
regulations should remain as at present. 

L am bringing this matter forward in the form of a 
letter to you in the first place as I wish it to have full and 
careful consideration, and I have given in outline a scheme 
which might form a basis of discussion.

Vice-Chancellor, 

Originally we used to pay a month’s bonus to the office 
assistants. For some years past this practice has been 
discontinued, provision being made in the Budget for a sum 
of Es. 500 for grant of bonus to such of the office assistants 
as the Eegistrar might recommend. The Eegistrar (both my 
predecessor and myself) has felt much hesitation in picking 
out particular assistants for such recommendation with the 
result that no bonus has been paid to any assistant. It was 
with considerable difficulty and as a result of your personal 
intervention, that the Syndicate agreed year before last, to 
pay half-a-month’s salary to each assistant as bonus. (I) i 
feel that the practice of paying a month’s salary as bonus 
should be renewed, both because of the considerable increase 
in office work — several examinations which were not held at 
the time the practice was discontinued have to be held now 
and this has increased work and responsibility all round — 
and of the improved finances of the University. I would 
therefore suggest that this matter be placed before the 
Syndicate at its next meeting and a whole month’s salary be 
paid as bonus to all the assistants for the year 1928. For 
the year 1929 and future years the matter will be placed 
before the Finance Committee for report. I may add that 
practically no expenditure was incurred in 1928 from the 
budget provision of Es. 500 for Bonus, and that if my 
recommendation is accepted in its entirety, there will be an 
additional expenditure of something approaching Es. 1,000. 
This we can very well afford to spend. 

That is my first recommendation and I would strongly 
urge the Syndicate to accept it and would also request you 
to use your influence to get it accepted. (II) If, however, 
for any reason the Syndicate be not prepared to accept this 
recommendation, then I would suggest that what was done in 
1927 — i.e ., grant of half-month’s salary as bonus — be also 
done for 1928. 

(Ill) But if even this is not accepted, then rather than 
no bonus be paid to any assistant I shall overcome my hesitancy 
and recommend the following for grant of a bonus , as stated 
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against their names. My reasons for so doing are that they 
had considerable increase of work and responsibility thrown 
on them during certain periods of 1928 on account of some 
other persons going on leave — the names of these persons are 
noted in brackets against each name recommended for bonus — 
and that no allowances were paid to them for increased work 
and responsibility: —
